_ Davidson was Vinnie the 


Vulture’s ‘‘best friend” until the cagy old 
bird flew west to St. Louis. 

‘He was the first guy I met when | 
came here, but he’s married now and very 
happy,” says a wistful Davidson, chief 
veterinary nurse at the Franklin Park 
Zoo, where she’s worked for the past 11 
years. 

The story sounds like love gone awry 
— and in a way it is — but Davidson is 
talking about a real vulture: black tail 
feathers, beady eyes and all. Her pas- 
sion, it turns out, is of the Florence 
Nightingale (sorry) kind: Vinnie was her 
first patient. 

Davidson is making her rounds 
through the zoo hospital's four wards 
when suddenly an assistant breaks in 
with a question: ‘Ann, somebody on the 
phone wants to know if there's a vet in 
Boston who can trim the beak on a par- 
rot.” The line sounds like a Monty 
Python out-take, but the question is of 
the sort Davidson handles daily; indeed, 
she answers without having to look up. 

The Franklin Park Zoo opened to the 
public in 1914, but the hospital has been 
in operation for only 15 years. In that 
time, Davidson has scrubbed for more 
surgery than a newcomer to the hospital 
would imagine. The most dramatic pro- 
cedure in recent weeks required that the 
dedicated nurse spend three hours over a 
stainless-steel operating table to set the 
broken leg of a black buck antelope. As 
she pulls the X-ray of the antelope’s leg 
from the slipcover in which it’s kept, 
Davidson is reminded of another in the 
hospital’s long list of medical successes. 
“Maybe you're more interested in the 
time we delivered a baby water buffalo by 
caesarean section?” 

Interested? We thought you'd never 
ask. 

“Obviously, we couldn't get mama on 
the operating table, we had to bring the 
surgery to her. The conditions in a case 
like thatione are really like those at a mili- 
tary field hospital.’ Davidson assisted 
Dr. William Satterfield in the muddy, 
makeshift maternity ward which was 
really just the buffalo’s pen. She 
scrubbed, shaved and administered as- 
sorted shots to the proud new mother. 
‘We do the best that we can under the 
circumstances, but obviously it’s not as 
sanitary as a sterile operating room.’’ She 
smiles. ‘‘The surgeon wore rubber 
boots.” 

Davidson — a transplanted New 
Yorker — majored in biology at Earlham 
College in Indiana and, by her own 
admission, “bummed around, training a 
horse in Chicago, playing on the West 
Coast,” before settling into the job she 
holds today. 

“After a lot of different things I real- 
ized what I wanted to do most was take 
care of baby animals and that a zoo would 
be the best place to do that.’’ She applied 
to zoos across the country, landing fi- 
nally at Franklin Park more by luck than 
by choice. Today she acknowledges that 
her luck could not have been better. With 
the exception of the world-famous veteri- 
nary hospital at New York’s Bronx Zoo, 
Davidson‘s hospital is the finest in the 
Northeast. The medical needs of the 
Stoneham Zoo, the Children’s Zoo and 
the Traveling Zoo are handled from 
Franklin Park, and the well-cared-for ani- 
mals exhibited in and around Boston are 
in great demand when other zoos go look- 
ing for animals to trade or borrow for a 
breeding loan. (If truth be known, Vinnie 
the Vulture ain’t married at all.) 

Neither is Sasha the Siberian tiger, but 
she is only 10 months old, and from a 
broken home at that. When Sasha was 
born at the Stoneham Zoo she was 
promptly ignored by her mother. “They 
sometimes reject their first cub,” says 
Davidson, who hand-raised the furry fe- 
line after she was essentially orphaned. 

It's probably a tribute to Davidson's 
ability with animals of all types that she is 
able to lead a reporter and photographer 
right into Sasha's cage. 

“Foufoufou,” she says as she steps 
through the gate. ‘Just say foufoufou, 
it’s her sound for affection.” 

When a tiger sniffs your leg, ‘‘fou- 
foufou’’ pours out of your mouth like a 


song. — M.M. 


WELCOME TO 
PRODUCTIO 


Mv. people often say that it’s 


hard to work regularly in the high-stakes 
game of feature-film production and keep 
your sanity. Robert Altman, who was in 
town recently to promote two new films 
that he has produced but not directed, 
The Late Show and Welcome to LA, is 
perhaps one of the few successful men in 
Hollywood who hasn't been consumed 
by show-biz hysteria. Altman, now 52, 
was born in Kansas City and spent many 
years there directing documentaries and 
industrial films before hitting the big 
time. He looks you straight in the eye and 
speaks quietly in the plain, mild tones of 
a man who is still spiritually a Mid Wes- 
terner. He never exaggerates or boasts; he 
doesn’t get bitter about films of his that 
have failed at the box office (quite a few 
have). His attitude towards critics who 
have disliked a film of his is, ‘Maybe 
you'll like the next one.’ Perhaps Altman 
can be so relaxed because he works fast 
and cheap — and he’s always sure that 
there will be a ‘‘next one,” 

This summer he'll be returning to the 
Mid West (Lake Bluff, Illinois) to shoot A 
Wedding, which may complicate our 
view of marriage the way Nashville 
complicated our view of the commercial 
country-musi¢ scene. Staffing such unu- 
sual people as film pioneer Lillian Gish 
(now 81), Vittorio Gassman and Nina 
Van Pallandt, the film will use no fewer 
than 48 characters (most of the actors are 
working for free) to create the atmos- 
phere surrounding a wedding ceremony 
in a large old-fashioned family. In the 
months before shooting, Altman will 
spend his time promoting his newly com- 
pleted film, 3 Women (Sissy Spacek, 
Shelly Duvall and Janice Rule), which 
opens here in late April. (Advance word 
from New York has run the gamut from 
ecstasy to ho-hum.) 

Altman, who insists that he’s interes- 
ted in making movies, not a fortune (he’s 
very scornful of actors like Steve 
McQueen, who won't work for less than 
$1 million, which makes them impos- 
sible to use in small, serious films), has 
completed 10 features in seven years, a 
remarkable record in an industry turning 
out fewer movies every year. Working 
out of his own company in Hollywood, 
Lion’s Gate Films, he recently began pro- 
ducing as well as directing. ‘It’s ba- 
sically a means of self-defense,” he says. 
‘‘T usually can shoot a movie about every 
eight months, and if I produce as well | 
can keep my people on salary and work- 
ing in the period when I’m not shooting. 
Producing is not much fun, though. Basi- 
cally, you sit in an office and read sche- 
dules and balance sheets.” 

Altman says he would never interfere 
by going on a set where one of his direc- 
tors was working, a claim that was con- 
firmed by The Late Show's director 
Robert Benton when he was in Boston re- 
cently. “He was an ideal producer,”’ said 
Benton, ‘‘and he contributed one very 
important thing to the film. He told me 
how to edit the scene in which Lily 
Tomlin discovers the corpse in the refri- 
gerator. They way I originally had it, the 
audience hardly reacted at all. Once I fol- 
lowed Bob’s suggestion the audience 
really began to jump.” Reminded of Ben- 
ton’s remark, Altman shrugged. “‘It’s en- 
tirely his film,’ he said. At peace with 
himself, Robert Altman has no trouble 
being generous to others.

H... does a Boston PhD find suc- 


cess in the gloves-off world of detective 
fiction? How does a student of Edmund 
Wilson find fame and fortune writing 
about loan sharks and kneecap-breakers? 

First, take a life-long fascination with 
the genre. Next, add more than a little 
luck, the kind that results in selling your 
first try to a local publisher just three 
weeks after submitting it. Then simply 
write another one a year — for the rest of 
your life. So says Robert B. Parker, 44, 
the bouyant, amiable Northeastern Uni- 
versity English professor and author of 
four ‘‘novels about a detective,’ as he 
prefers to call them. 

The detective is Spenser (‘‘spelled like 
the poet’’), a curious mixture of gourmet 
cook, weightlifter, sculptor and shamus; 
a guy who's as much at home with kid- 
nappers and enforcers as with the diaries 
of Governor Bradford and the collected 
works of Samuel Eliot Morison. And 
with an apartment on Marlborough St. 
and an office at the corner of Mass. Ave. 
and Boylston (‘I had been urban-re- 
newed right out of my office and had to 
move uptown.”’) he is also at the moment 
close — some would say perilously so — to 
marrying a liberated child psychologist 
from the suburbs. 

Picture, if you will, an updated Philip 
Marlowe: the same rapid-fire tongue, the 
same insistence on honor in a dishonor- 
able profession. Only in today’s world, 
unlike in Marlowe's, urban blight is a 
permanent fixture, official corruption is a 
ho-hum proposition, and consciousness- 
raising is the religion of the masses. How 
does our good detective survive? Just the 
way any other endangered species does — 
by adapting. 

Houghton Mifflin started Parker with 
a $2000 advance against sales for his first 
work, The Godwulf Manuscript, pub- 
lished in 1974. His most recent novel, The 
Promised Land, brought him a $15,000 
advance. Add to this the proceeds from 
paperback sales, book club distribution, 
overseas translations, and at least one 
movie option (Mortal Stakes at $5000 for 
the first one-year period), and you have 
the underpinnings of a long and success- 
ful career. Praise from luminaries such as 
John D. MacDonald, Dan Wakefield and 
George V. Higgins certainly doesn’t hurt; 
nor does the added security of a nine- 
hour-a-week teaching schedule at 
$14,500 a year. 

At a rate of two pages daily, with sur- 
prisingly little revision (‘I don’t tell this 
to the kids in my writing class’), Parker 
reels off yarns that satisfy the most de- 
tail-conscious of all reading audiences. 
He’s been severely reprimanded by more 
than one reader for having his protagon- 
ist call for reservations at Pier 4 since, as 
proper Bostonians know, it can’t be done. 
Then too, he’s received unqualified praise 
from certain peculiar quarters. ‘‘A lady in 
Miami often calls me up and says she’s 
glad I’m alive,” Parker notes. “I say, ‘I’m 
glad too.’ ”’ 

To the humorless graduate student 
who ingured about ‘the metaphysical im- 
plications of Boston as a setting,’’ Parker 
says he responded, “That's where I live.” 

Parker's attitude toward his writing is 
refreshingly modest. ‘One rule I have is 
no writing on weekends or at night... . 
I'm a husband and a father first . . . after 
that I’m a writer.” 

Recent literary research has taken him 
to London, and he is now poring over 
street maps and directories to make his 
descriptions more accurate. Through his 
agent, he continues to look for a buyer 
for a Spenser screenplay; in the mean- 
time, he’s careful not to allow the kind of 
lurid book-jacket or ad campaign that 
would link him with the Mickey Spillane 
school of detective fiction (‘ his hero 
practices benign fascism ... he’s the 
judge, jury and executioner’). 

Parker concedes that it is still very 
much up in the air — not to mention a 
source of heated table discussion — 
whether his hero will in fact get married, 
thus blasting apart detective story con- 
vention. —Spencer Vibbert

SUPERSTAR 


I. the longest-running item of sports 
trivia in Boston. 

Who’s the man who plays for the 
Bruins, the Celtics and the Red Sox all in 
the same year? 

John Kiley’s his name and music — not 
sports — is his game. Kiley plays the 
organ at Boston Garden and Fenway 
Park, and he’s done so since 1941. But the 
story of Kiley’s rise to the rafters at the 
Garden begins in Roxbury, where at 15 
he began playing the organ accompani- 
ment to silent movies. 

‘When I was a kid I loved to go to the 
movies a lot, but I watched the organist 
more than the film. One time the organ- 
ist who was playing noticed this and 
asked me if I'd like to try to play along 
with the film. Of course I did,’’ says 
Kiley. Even today, he describes the mo- 
ment as the kind of thrill other young- 
sters must feel on becoming a batboy for 
the Sox. ‘I tried it and was hooked in- 
stantly. The accompaniment to those old- 
time movies is a dying piece of history. 
There are a few places where it is pre- 
served. For the second year now, ‘I’ve 
played at a silent movie night at Kresge 
Auditorium at MIT. Last year we did The 
Phantom of the Opera; this year it was 
Buster Keaton’s The General. They’re 
really great evenings.”’ 

With his sport jacket, diamond ring 
and neat white hair, Kiley looks more dis- 
tinguished than most Garden habitues. 
He plays at an average of five different 
events a week, and started at the Garden 
by substituting for Elsie Gross, a musi- 
cian friend who held the job before he 
did. In addition to the national anthem 
and half-time tunes, Kiley may play what 
he calls ‘‘charge’’ music — the spirited, 
all-stops-out fanfare that sparks cheers, 
catcalls and general hoopla. 

“The ‘Celtics fans like ‘charge’ music 
moré’ than Bruins fans,” says the organ- 

09St, who is not an avid follower of either 
team himself. ‘I’m always asked if I’m a 
rooter; but I’m not. I can get excited about 
a given game, if it’s especially interest- 

‘Ging, jast the way I can get excited about a 
conéert. But in both cases, if the event is 
boring, it doesn’t matter to me whether 
it's Sports or music: I’m not likely to be 
interested.” 

Among his other activities, Kiley finds 
time to pump the pedals by weekend at 
St. Patrick’s church in Lowell and to give 
lessons to owners of Boston Organ and 
Piano Company instruments. His own 
musical education began with studying 
piano at age seven; at 12 he made his 
debut at Symphony Hall with the or- 
chestra from his high school in Dorches- 
ter. Other highlights of his career in- 
clude summer broadcasts (he takes re- 
quests) on WRYT, as well as performing 
for 20 years on live radio with WMEX. 

Asked his opinion of the Jimi Hendrix 
and Jose Feliciano versions of his stock in 
trade, “The Star-Spangled Banner,” he is 
genial but adamant. ‘Those twisted ver- 
sions of the anthem are just done by guys 
looking to make a name for themselves. I 
think you gotta do the anthem straight, 
out of respect for what it is." —M.M.

HALF-NOTES 


I must take exception to the comments 
of two of your music reviewers in the 
April 5 issue. Bob Blumenthal, while he 
does a good (and much-needed) article on 
most of the prominent bass players, ne- 
glects to mention the most recent work of 
Charlie Haden. His album, Closeness, is 
one of the finest ever put out by a bass 
player. Blumenthal is right in praising 
David Holland and David Friesen, but his 
cursory mention of Haden is unfor- 
tunate. 

My second objection is to the review of 
Pink Floyd’s album Animals. While I 
agree that the album is no milestone and 
not Floyd's best, it has several redeeming 
qualities of which the most outstanding 
should have been mentioned in Charley 
Walters’s review. ““Sheep’’ is a master- 
piece which more than makes up for the 
total boredom of the first side. It begins 
with the gentle sound of baa-ing sheep 
which is certainly no more. offensive 
than the crickets between cuts. on Abbey 
Road. But the song’s most praiseworthy 
feature is the musical transmutation of 
voice to guitar note in one steady gradual 
tonal change. Each lyric line ends with a 
drawn-out vocal note. This is sustained 
and slowly reinforced by Gilmore's 
guitar, until the sound is all screeching 
guitar and no voice. The change is so 
subtle that it is next to impossible to de- 
tect the point where guitar enters and 
voice exits. The guitar then screams out a 
razor-sharp riff which brings you back to 
the next lyric. The effect is well used 
musically and should not be considered 
mere technology showmanship. While | 
do not propose that Animals is a great 
album (the song “Dogs” prevents me 
from ever listening to the first side) I do 
think it has its moments of great work. 
“Pigs (three different ones)’’ is good and 
“Sheep” is singularly magnificent, and I 
think this should have been mentioned in 
the review. 

In general, I think the Phoenix art and 
music section has improved greatly over 
the years. I also approve of the new for- 


mat.

The New Watergate 


Sources allege that former ambassador Philip Habib 
supported a Korean plan to influence American foreign 


policy — a plan that came to include bribery

2 pereee Like most capitals, 


Washington is a city that breathes 
intrigue. It has watched scandals come 
and go: the once powerful are toppled (or 
escape); the city settles back and waits for 
the next victim. It is the capital's favorite 
game. 

But now Washington is bracing for a 
new Watergate. This time the scandal 
tomes from Korea. At first, it seemed to 
be nothing more than a nasty mess, no 
cause for particular alarm. Early last fall, 
a series of newspaper articles revealed 
that a number of US congressmen — 
perhaps as many as 90 — had received 
favors, gifts and campaign contributions 
from a Washington-based South Korean 
businessman named Tongsun Park. 

These allegations rattled some people, 
but of course such practices were nothing 
new in Washington. The congressmen 
had been caught in an indiscretion. 

But then it was reported that Tongsun 
Park may have been part of a larger 
scheme hatched by the South Korean 
government to influence future US 
foreign policy toward Seoul. That made it 
a different matter. Congressmen on the 
payroll of a foreign agent — not just a 
foreign businessman — are a serious 
concern. 

Phoenix sources now indicate that the 
scandal may have even broader

“ramifications, and that the US 
«government may have been a willing 
~ participant in the scheme. According to 
thesé sougces, Philip Habib, President 
Nixon’s Ambassador to South Korea in 
the early ‘70s and now President Carter's 
Undersecretary of State for Asian and 
Pacific Affairs, was present at one or 
more meetings in the South Korean 
presidential palace (known as the Blue 
House) in 1970-1971 when the alleged 
master plan to win friends in the US was 
discussed. Present at these meetings were 
Korean President Park Chung Hee, 
Tongsun Park and various Korean CIA

public and an undercover strategy. The 
South Korean government would openly 
(and, through its intelligence fronts, 
covertly) sponsor US universities’ 
research on South Korea, hoping to 
diminish American academics’ loathing 
for Seoul’s heavy-handed violations of 
human rights. 

The strategy also called for Sun 
Myung Moon and his anti-communist 
Unification Church to win more youthful 
converts in this country. The church, 
which itself has many front 
organizations, has been linked to the 
KCIA. 

And the Koreans mapped propaganda 
drives, by government front 
organizations and the Unification 
Church, aimed at attracting influential 
Americans to serve as trustees of the 
various groups. Nixon, Gerald Ford and 
Sen. Robert Dole were all recruited for 
the boards of the Korean Cultural and 
Freedom Foundation and its affiliate 
groups, as were a number of well-known 
athletes, entertainers and military men. 


; ee to usually cautious and 
reserved intelligence sources, 
Ambassador Habib was enthusiastic 
about the plan.

Habib’s alleged support, the source said, 
has been recorded on tape through a bug 
planted in the office of President Park by 
the US Central Intelligence Agency. 

While sources say emphatically that 
Habib was present at the meetings in 
which the general outline of the Koreans’ 
offensive was outlined, it is unclear 
whether Habib knew specifically at that 
time of any attempts the Koreans would 
make to bribe US congressmen. 

One source has suggested that 
President Park intentionally drew Habib 
into the discussion to lock in this 
country’s covert participation in the 
influence-peddling scheme, Habib’s role 
at the Seoul meetings, and the eventual 
participation of a number of US agencies 
in the master plan, has now touched off a 
massive struggle inside the diplomatic 
and intelligence bureaucracies. 

‘The stakes are high,’ said a source 
who has been observing the infighting. 
Because of the involvement of so many 
US agencies, the source said, ‘Everyone 
has a stake in keeping the lid on.” 

But, according to the source, ‘There's a 
young guy in the CIA rattling those tapes 
and trying to force Habib to come clean. 
They are very, very — and I can’t 
emphasize this enough — very concerned 
about this thing. Habib is caught and he 
knows it. But he’s ready to go to the mat 


over it. Henry Kissinger ordered him to 
do it and he’s ready to say so if he’s 
forced.” 

The struggle became even more intense 
last week when a reporter for a 
Washington paper received an unsigned 
letter, apparently from within the State 
Department, which described Habib’s 
alleged role in the Korean offensive. (By 
late last week, the paper had not yet 
reported on either the letter or Habib’s 
role.)

T.. alleged Kissinger-Habib role in 
the Korean plan, observers have pointed 
out to the Phoenix, would fit neatly into 
Kissinger’s normal pattern of diplomacy. 
As National Security Adviser and 
Secretary of State, he preferred to operate 
in two theaters, one public and the other 
private. While taking a hard line in his 
public negotiations during the Vietnam 
War, for example, he would be meeting 
privately with the North Vietnamese to 
work out compromises. During other 
periods he would profess a softening of 
his position in a press conference, only to 
turn tougher with the North Vietnamese 
in private. The same strategy obtained in 
his Middle East negotiations. 

In the late ‘60s, the Nixon-Kissinger 
national security team could clearly see 
that their unwavering support for 
President Park Chung Hee was rapidly 
becoming a liability. A growing number 
of critics, in and out of government, were 
predicting another Vietnam if the US did 
not disengage from the South Korean 
peninsula. 

Park could see the changes coming. In 
1970, his worst fears were realized in the 
so-called Nixon Doctrine, designed to 
defuse the anti-war movement. Under the 
doctrine, the US would no longer go to 
war for its clients: nations like Korea 
would have to fight for themselves — 
with US economic and police aid. 

It was at this point that the South 
Korean government formulated its 
propaganda and influence-peddling 
campaign in the US. Observers suggest 
that the South Korean plan allowed the 
Nixon-Kissinger team to announce a 
withdrawal from South Korea while 
covertly helping Park’s agents launch a

Ris summer the Phoenix reported on 
charges of racism against the Boston Red 
Sox (see the issue of Aug. 17). Among the 
Sox’ problems was a complaint initiated 
by the Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination charging the ball 
club with discriminatory hiring practices 
in all phases of their operations except 
with regard to players. Last week, MCAD 
and: the Sox reached a negotiated settle- 
ment of the complaint. 

The Sox have agreed to implement an 
extensive affirmative action plan for 
women and minorities. They will contact 
a number of national and community 
groups for assistance in recruiting new 
personnel. All aspects of Red Sox 
employment will be covered, including 
major and minor league managers, 
coaches and scouts, as well as front-office 
personnel, office and clerical workers and 
full-and part-time service workers. The 
Sox will consider local minority vendors, 
contractors and suppliers for employ- 
ment at Fenway. The team further agreed 
to assure equal opportunity in the rental 
of commercial space. 

All existing union and vendor con- 
tracts will be reviewed to eliminate discri- 
minatory barriers, where they exist. 
Twice a year over the next five years, the 
Sox will submit progress reports to 
MCAD to aid the Commission in its con- 
tinuing evaluation of the team’s compli- 
ance with the terms of the settlement. The 
Sox’ first report is due at the MCAD of- 
fices on November 15. 

The affirmative action plan is con- 
cerned with the filling of jobs and con- 
tracts as vacancies occur — the Sox were 
asked neither to terminate current 
employees nor to create new jobs. In the 
words of the settlement, the “long-range 
goal is to achieve a racial and sexual mix 
at all levels . . . which is genuinely reflec- 
tive of the relevant available work-force.”’ 
Using the 1970 Suffolk County census 
data, MCAD has determined that the Sox 
must move towards 15 percent minority 
and 45 percent female employment. 

Mark Schreiber, the MCAD staff 
attorney who negotiated the settlement, 
told the Phoenix that the agreement re- 


sulted from ‘‘one of the first such suits in 
baseball.” Although the plan is keyed to 
that sport, Schreiber said, ‘We certainly 
hope this plan will serve as a model in 
other areas.” 

The Phoenix attempted last’ week to 
contact spokespersons for the Sox. They 
were, we were told, “busy with opening 
day” and unavailable for comment. 


MBM: NEW 
TROUBLES? 


W... Gerald McKee, star govern- 


ment witness in the extortion trial of two 
state senators was testifying in federal 
district court in Boston in late January, 
the international construction manage- 
ment firm he founded — and which he 
said was shaken down for $40,000 more 
than four years ago — had other immed- 
iate problems. 

Financially troubled for years, McKee, 
Berger, Mansueto Inc. (MBM) in 1976 
was cited by the IRS for non-payment of 
$185,654 in back taxes, and this winter 
was pursuing a $1.5 billion contract in 
San Francisco to supervise installation of 
a new city sewer system. 

When word of the Boston trial reached 
the West Coast, officials in San Francis- 
co began to ask some questions about 
MBM‘s role in the Massachusetts corrup- 
tion case. Why, they wanted to know, did 
MBM wait more than three years after 
the extortion before going to federal pro- 
secutors? And why did MBM make the 
payoffs in unmarked, untraceable bills? 

The questions persisted despite a letter 
from Edward Lee, the assistant US attor- 
ney in Boston who prosecuted the case. 
Lee described MBM executives to city 
officials in San Francisco as “victims” 
who “from the outset . . . cooperated with 
federal authorities” in Massachusetts. Lee 
also wrote, “This office is not aware of 
any reason why MBM should be dis- 
qualified from public work.” 

The letter might have helped MBM ob- 
tain the lucrative West Coast contract had 
it not been for the comments of US Dis- 
trict Court Judge Walter Jay Skinner, 
who, in sentencing then-Senators Joseph 
DiCarlo and Ronald MacKenzie to one 
year in prison late last month, agreed 
with defense attorneys that MBM offi- 
cials were far from innocent victims in 
the Massachusetts affair. City Adminis- 
trator Roger Boas decided that San Fran- 
cisco would terminate negotiations with 
MBM because of what he called ‘the 
cloud’’ hanging over the firm and their 
involvement in the payoffs in Massa- 
chusetts. 


FINKEL’S 
FOLLIES? 


©, Feb. 14, Dr. David Finkel re- 


signed his relatively low-paying Mental 
Health Department post as chief of ward 
services at Worcester State Hospital and 
took a job paying $6000 a year more with 
Worcester Court Resources, Inc. (WCR). 
Finkel’s new $25,000 position with 
WCR, a private, non-profit agency, made 


him director of a unit for emotionally dis-

turbed violent women, scheduled to open 
Sept. 1 at Worcester State. A $413,000 
contract DMH had awarded to WCR on 
Feb. 1 made WCR administrator of the 
controversial high-security ward, the first 
of its type in the state. The place will 
serve as the counterpart to the Bridge- 
water State Hospital facility for crimi- 
nally insane males. 

Finkel never accepted a cent of his new 
salary, however, or of the 15 percent 
fringe benefits that accompanied it. WCR 
never even offered him a paycheck. In 
fact, six weeks later, Finkel was back in 
the state’s employ at Worcester State, 
where he will serve as coordinator of the 
same unit. DMH is now rewriting the 
WCR contract and recruiting a new pro- 
ject director. 

According to DMH and Finkel him- 
self, Finkel ‘‘naively’’ got himself caught 
in a conflict-of-interest situation. After 
helping to negotiate the WCR contract 
while still a state employee, he moved di- 
rectly into the top-paying post it pro- 
vided. 

When the Phoenix first raised ques- 
tions about the situation, in early 
February, Human Services Secretary 
Jerald Stevens's office informed us that 
“Tom Martin (Mental Health’s legal 
counsel) has found no problem with the 
contract.” Stevens's office further as- 
sured the Phoenix that when Joan Tuttle 
of the Civil Liberties Union of Massa- 
chusetts contacted Mel Greenberg, 
WCR’s legal counsel, for an opinion, 
“Greenberg wrote one saying that there 
was no legal problem involved with 
Finkel’s move.” 

The attorney general's office felt dif- 
ferently. Upon receiving advice from the 
AG's staff that a “clear conflict of in- 
terest existed,’’ Martin says that he took a 
closer look at the situation. Martin ad- 
vised Dr. Finkel to accept no salary from 
WCR in order to avoid consummating the 
contract. 


TAKING 
THE WRAP 


A. the occupational safety move- 


ment heats up, reports of potential work- 
place hazards surface with increasing fre- 
quency. “Meat-wrapper’s asthma” is one 
of the latest additions to the list. Begin- 
ning in 1973, medical journals began 
hearing of acute respiratory symptoms 
experienced by meat-wrappers, inclu- 
ding chest pains, shortness of breath, 
coughing and wheezing. 

Initial research indicated a connection 
between the respiratory illness and the 
use of polyvinyl chloride (PVC) wrap- 
ping materials made by Borden, Good- 
year and other manufacturers. When the 
wrapping is cut by stretching it across an 
electrically heated wire, fumes, including 
carbon monoxide, hydrochloric acid and 
other substances, are released into the air. 
Early researchers found no relationship 
between the illness and the smoking 
habits of the meat-wrappers. 

John Sullivan, secretary-treasurer of 
the Amalgamated Meatcutters local in 
Boston, told the Phoenix that he knew of 
at least five or six cases of meat-wrap- 
per’s asthma in this area. There are cur- 
rently some 70,000 meat-wrappers in the

US and the Journal of the American 
Medical Association characterized the ill- 
ness aS one “that has proved to be 
surprisingly prevalent.’’ A‘recent survey 
of 152 supermarkets in the Houston area 
revealed that at least 10 percent of the 
meat-wrappers questioned experienced 
“multiple respiratory tract symptoms.” 
Dr. David Wegman of the Harvard 
School of Public Health has received 
funding for a study of the problem. He 
told the Phoenix that meat-wrapper’s 
asthma “‘is a very difficult thing to prove 
and we're not sure of the causes.”’ 
There is, however, an alternative 
method of wrapping meat which will eli- 
minate the danger. The PVC wrapping 
material can be cut using a “‘cold-wire 
method” which prevents the generation 
of potentially hazardous fumes. Jill 
Gabbe, of the Stop & Shop chain, said 
that this technology was adopted in their 
stores “more than two years ago, when 
the question first came up.”” A spokes- 
person for Star Market said that the cold- 
wire method is being used in all new and 
remodeled stores and that the change- 
over has been made in 70 percent of the 
existing units. Star expects to have con- 
verted all of its stores to the less dan- 
gerous technology ‘within six months.” 


MOVING 
THE BUCKS 


I you're struggling with the final 
stages of tax return preparation, you 
might want to speak out on how your 
bucks are spent. On Saturday, April 16, 
Citizens for Participation in Political 
Action (CPPAX) and allied groups will 
sponsor a Faneuil Hall meeting on na- 
tional priorities. Representatives of labor, 
civic and religious groups, as well as state 
and local officials, are expected to make 
their appearance to tell members of the 
Massachusetts congressional delegation 
about how our federal tax dollars are 
spent. 

A key topic for discussion will be the 
budget transfer amendment to be intro- 
duced by Maryland Rep. Parren Mitchell, 
head of the congressional Black Caucus, 
on April 25. Sponsors of the amend- 
ment, including Ron Dellums and John 
Burton of California, are seeking td 
transfer $15 billion from next year’s 
Pentagon budget to social programs. The 
proposal would, among other things, can- 
cel work on the B-1 bomber, the MX mis- 
sile and the F-18, and impose a one-year 
moratorium on new ship construction. 
Additionally, the amendment proposes a 
‘‘non-interventionist policy in Asia,” an 
“end to CIA covert intervention,” no 
more aid to dictatorships, a cessation of 
nuclear weapons production and testing 
and the correction of ‘‘wasteful person- 
nel practices.” 

Supporters of the transfer amendment 
propose that the money saved be in- 
vested in child-care services, rural 
development, housing and health care, 
anti-recession aid to state and local 
governments and a variety of other pro- 
grams. They say that as many as 1.4 mil- 
lion jobs would result from the budget 
transfers. 

Will the transfer amendment pass? 
David Allen of Rep. Mitchell's staff told 
the Phoenix that canvassing for support 
is going on at present. “If we do nothing 
else but establish a forum for discussion 
of the issue, I'll be satisfied,’ he said. 
“We want to confront the Congress with 
the trade-off.’’

The paper chase 


and aerial warfare

W... happens when a small city’s 


only daily newspaper is suspected of 
being a participant in a possible major 
local political scandal? This question pro- 
vided the drama that unfolded last week 
in Brockton, where the Brockton Enter- 
prise found its interest in a downtown ur- 
ban renewal project the subject of scru- 
tiny by a ‘rival newspaper, the Quincy 
Patriot-Ledger, and, as a consequence, by 
the state. 

This scrutiny began two months ago, 
when Brockton property owners and 
politicians, believing that their news- 
paper's behavior was itself an important 
news story, approached the Patriot- 
Ledger with information about the city’s 
Mainbrook urban renewal project. The 
result was not only an investigation of 
one newspaper by another — an event 
rare in journalism — but action by the 
state to halt possible abuse even before 
publication last Thursday of the Ledger's 
full-scale investigation of the Enterprise. 
Last Monday, the state Department of 
Community Affairs intervened to halt the 
development of Mainbrook, which in- 
cludes, as its key move, expansion of the 
plant of the Enterprise, whose owners, 
the Fuller family, control not only the 
newspaper but two of the city’s three ra- 
dio stations. The state acted after it was 
approached by two Brockton city coun- 
cilors with information they had helped 
the Patriot-Ledger compile — data that, 
they charged, showed evidence of a 
‘sweetheart’ deal between Enterprise 
editor Myron Fuller and Brockton Rede- 
velopment Authority director Steven 
Cruz. 

The events leading to last week’s 
abrupt halt to the renewal project began 
last fall. The Enterprise was, in its news 
coverage, pushing hard for a proposal by 
the redevelopment authority's Cruz to 
expand the boundaries of the downtown 
urban renewal area to include an area 
adjacent to the newspaper’s Main Street 
plant. When questions about the need to 
expand the renewal area were raised by 
city councilors Lawrence McCavitt and 
George Papas at a public hearing, the 
paper headlined its coverage of the hear- 
ing with ‘“Mainbrook Expansion De- 
layed.’’ When, in November, the expan- 
sion of the renewal area won council ap- 
proval, the vote was greeted with the 
Enterprise headline, ‘Renewal Expan- 
sion Greeted by Applause.” Only in 
February of this year, however, did 
Brockton readers learn that the Enterprise 
itself may have had reason to join in that 
applause. The paper was named to de- 
velop the expanded renewal area. Build- 
ings adjacent to the paper would be pur- 
chased and demolished by the city 
through eminent domain. The vacant lots 
would become the site of a new ultra- 
modern Enterprise plant. A February 
headline announced, “Old Standby” (the 
paper's name for itself) ‘Gets New Life.” 
The paper featured two stories on the 
plan and two artists’ renderings. 

Not all Brockton citizens were pleased, 
however. One property-owner whose 
structure was scheduled for demolition 
called the Patriot-Ledger to say, “The 
newspaper is trying to steal my build- 
ing.” In the investigation that followed, 
Ledger reporter Paul Mindus found not 
only that the building was registered with 
the state historical commission but that it 
had been found to be sound in a Decem- 
ber inspection. 

Mindus’s investigative report, pub- 
lished Thursday, alleged much more, 
however. The stories, run under head- 
lines such as ‘Editor Denies Real Estate 
Interests Influence Editorial Policy,’’ al- 
leged that Enterprise editor Fuller and 
redevelopment director Cruz were close 
friends — as Fuller in fact states flatly in 
one story — and that Cruz drew the ex- 
panded renewal line solely to benefit the 
newspaper and concealed that purpose 
from the council. 

The Enterprise, for its part, began 
Wednesday — after the state decision 
tipped it off to its rival’s investigation — 


to use its ready-made forum to defend it- 
self. A Wednesday banner headline is 
drawn from a statement of a federal offi- 
cial who was quoted as saying, ‘No 
Irregularities in Mainbrook Project.”’ The 
front page that same day was dominated 
by Enterprise explanations of the affair, 
which center on a claim by the news- 
paper that it had no discussion with the 
redevelopment authority until after the 
larger urban renewal area had been ap- 
proved in November. (The claim is dis- 
puted in the Ledger story, which con- 
tained a map drawn in October by di- 
rector Cruz that includes plans for the 
Enterprise expansion.) Other Enterprise 
front-page headlines on Wednesday were 
these: “Involvement an Open Book,” 
“This Is Role of Enterprise’ and ‘Labor 
Leaders Deplore Suspension.” 

Among the stickier questions related to 
the whole affair is the competitive advan- 
tage possibly to be gained by the Patriot- 
Ledger in investigating its rival. The 
Ledger, although having a larger circu- 
lation than the Enterprise (some 70,000, 
as compared to the latter’s 40,000), com- 
petes with the Brockton paper in some 
South Shore towns. Did competition 
motivate the Ledger? ‘The story was 
news, so we followed it,’’ says editor 
Donald C. Wilder. The paper has gained 
at least some edge on the Enterprise, 
however. Brockton City Council Presi- 
dent McCavitt told the Phoenix he 
bought 500 copies of Thursday's Ledger 
to ‘distribute in City Hall and the court- 
house.” 

Enterprise editor Fuller declined any 
comment about last week’s events. His 
secretary told the Phoenix that ‘‘he does 
not want to comment on another paper's 
story.” 


* ” * 

2 new management of WBCN has 
turned its attention to declining audience 
ratings with a zeal previously unknown 
at the station. The station’s new general 
manager, Klee Dobra, has mapped 
significant changes in work hours and in 
the types of music to be aired on the sta- 
tion which has been, over the last dec- 
ade, the commercial outlet most closely 
associated with progressive rock and 
public affairs programming. 

Those changes, though not yet insti- 
tuted, have already had a major if unin- 
tended side effect: a bitter labor dispute 
has broken out at the station. At week’s 
end, station employees, who are mem- 
bers of the United Electrical Workers, 
were deadlocked in negotiations with 
Dobra and the station’s major stock- 
holder, 67-year-old T. Mitchell Hastings. 
The union's contract, which expired 
April 1, had been extended on a day-to- 
day basis while the two sides met with a 
federal mediator, and union members 
were talking about a strike. 

Central to the negotiations is the re- 
quest by management that a new con- 
tract allow it to schedule its better-known 
disc jockeys on the air for up to five more 
hours a week — and to have them work 
possibly six days a week (which is 
‘common in broadcasting,” according to 
Dobra). Announcers currently work no 
more than 20 hours a week on the air over 
five days. Under the management plan, 
the staff would be paid no more for its 
extra hours on the air but, instead, would 
be asked to devote five hours less each 
week to preparing its programs. Union 
members have refused the proposal, 
calling it, in the words of well-known sta- 
tion news director Danny Schechter, “an 
increase in work without an increase in 
pay.” Schecter branded the possible 
weekend work as ‘‘an imposition on 
people's private lives.” 

Larger issues surround the contro- 
versy over work hours, however. Gen- 
eral Manager Dobra, who came to BCN 
from a Dallas AM pop station, described 
the thinking behind the management pro- 
posal: ‘The radio station has a distinct 
need to be postured in a manner to make

“cooperation”

Davin the second week in 


April, 1967, Bostonians who 
tuned in to Channel 4’s evening 
news saw a series of four six-min- 
ute reports on communist infil- 
tration of the anti-war move- 
ment. The report was aired the 
week of the Spring Mobilization 
Against the War in Viet Nam, 
during the four days before a 
massive demonstration at the 
United Nations building in New 
York City. The series informed 
viewers that the organization of 
the demo had been taken over by 
members of communist groups. 
Channel 4’s audience was not 
told, however, that the FBI had 
been a source of information used 
in WBZ's series, — nor that, ac- 
cording to James Handley, the 
FBI's special-agent-in-charge in 
Boston, the station had been 
cooperative in the FBI’s program 
to discredit leftist groups active in 
the anti-war movement. 

Last Wednesday, the Socialist 
Workers Party released FBI docu- 
ments, acquired during the dis- 
covery process in the party’s $40 
million lawsuit against the bur- 
eau, which name Lamont Thomp- 
son, area vice-president of 
WBZ/WBZ-TV, and Gene Pell, 
managing editor of Action 4 and 
chief correspondent in WBZ- 
TV's investigative reporting unit, 
as having cooperated with the 
FBI. At the time the FBI docu- 
ments were written, Thompson — 
a former special agent with the 


FBI — was WBZ's general man- 
ager and Pell was a newscaster 
and an investigative reporter. 

A February 20, 1967, memo 
from Handley to J. Edgar Hoover 
says, ‘Thompson, Pell and sta- 
tion WBZ have been extremely 
cooperative, discreet and reliable 
with this office in the past, not 
only in regard to counter-intelli- 
gence activities, but to all other 
phases of the Bureau's investiga- 
tive interests.’’ The statement fol- 
lows a description of the series, 
which the memo says Thompson 
“‘instructed”’ Pell to prepare. The 
reports were scheduled to be aired 
in April; Handley points out they 
would coincide with the New 
York demonstration. ‘‘Boston 
proposes with bureau authority 
to furnish Thompson and Pell 
available public source data that 
would aid them in identifying 
those individuals or groups with 
radical backgrounds who are cur- 
rently attending or affiliated with 
local college protest groups,”’ the 
memo continued. ‘‘Boston feels 
this will be an excellent oppor- 
tunity for the Counter-intelli- 
gence Program to aid this station 
expose the ulterior motives of 
those left wing groups planning 
Vietnam week and the resultant 
protest demonstrations.” 

Eight days later Hoover auth- 
orized the Boston bureau to give 
established sources, whose names 
were deleted, ‘‘public source 
data’” and a pamphlet entitled, 





“W.E.B. DuBois clubs of Amer- 
ica, an expose.” According to the 
memo, the pamphlet was covert- 
ly prepared by the FBI and ‘‘os- 
tensibly published by the Cath- 
olic War Veterans.’’ The sen- 
tence immediately following the 
reference to established sources 
states, ‘Insure Thompson and 
Pell understand the Bureau’s in- 
terest in this matter cannot be re- 
vealed and advise of results.” 


B., Aber, WBZ's news direc- 
tor, issued the following state- 
ment on the references to Thomp- 
son and Pell in the FBI memos: 
“WBZ-TV has read the docu- 
ments handed out today by the 
Socialist Workers Party and has 
reviewed the series in question. 
We have also spoken with 


Messrs. Thompson and Pell re-- 


garding the series which took 
place in early 1967. 

‘Regarding the FBI docu- 
ments, we note that Messrs. Pell 
and Thompson did in fact use the

FBI as a source of information, 
but only requested and received 
‘available public source’ data 
from the Bureau. As is the nor- 
mal routine in investigative re- 
porting, the FBI and other sources 
which requested anonymity were 
promised it. In fact, numerous 
other organizations, including 
members of the Socialist Wor- 
kers Party, cooperated in provid- 
ing access to meetings and in- 
formation. 

‘At no time did either Pell or 
Thompson permit the FBI or any 
other source an opportunity to 
make any editorial judgments or 
to view the finished product prior 
to broadcast.

Thompson did not return 
phone calls, but the Phoenix was 
able to reach Pell at his home. 
When asked if he cooperated with 
the FBI, Pell answered, ‘That de- 
pends on the definition of the 
term cooperation. Any investiga- 
tive reporter keeps sources dis- 
creet.”” Although he said he did 
not know the W.E.B. DuBois 
pamphlet was written by the FBI 
— ‘‘There was never any sugges- 
tion to me that the information I 
received was not what it was pur- 
ported to be’’ — he said he does 
not think he was used. or manip- 
ulated by the FBI. Pell said he ap- 
proached the FBI as he would any 
source. “I don’t know why the 
language in the documents was 
used, or why the documents were 
even written. I wasn’t there and I 


didn’t know about them until’ 


yesterday,” he said. ‘Suppose 
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you were writing a memo to your 
boss. There is an element of 
hyperbole that is not uncharac- 
teristic of bureaucratic memos. 
The two most important things to 
keep in mind are that the use of 
the word instruction is incorrect. 
The series was my idea. In 14 
years with the station, I have 
never been instructed by a mem- 
ber of management to do any 
story; if I had been it probably 
would have been the last story I 
did. And the second point is that I 
hope in the course of my jour- 
nalistic career any source would 
consider me reliable and dis- 
creet.”’ 

Although all of Boston’s major 
news outlets were invited to the 
SWP press conference and told of 
the documents, neither the com- 
mercial television stations nor the 
Herald covered the session. A 
Globe reporter attended, but as of 
Friday the Globe had not run a 
story about the documents. 
Channel 2 and a number of radio 
stations aired reports about the 
FBI files on Wednesday. 


‘Ba 1967 WBZ series was nar- 
rated and researched by Pell; at 
the time, he was working under 
Thompson, who had been a spec- 
ial agent for the FBI during World 
War II. The reports began with a 
general review of the anti-war ef- 
fort and its forms of protest. But 
the movement accepted anyone 
who opposed the war, Pell said, 
and the policy of non-exclusion 
was leading to differences be- 
tween moderates and militants. In 
each successive report, Pell came 
closer to the conclusion that, in 
spite of the small number of com- 
munist-organization members in- 
volved in the planning of the 
Spring Mobilization, commu- 
nists had gained control of the 
group. According to Pell, 25 per- 
cent of the members of the plan- 
ning committee for the demon- 
stration were members of the 
Communist Party (CP) or the So- 
cialist Workers Party (SWP), or- 
ganizations which Pell pointed 
out were classified as subversive 
by the Justice Department. 
“There can be little doubt that 
representation in such strength 
and in a solid bloc can be in- 
fluential in policy decisions,’’ Pell 
said. ‘The same questions apply 
to the campus mobilizations.” 

In his third report Pell identi- 
fied a number of anti-war or- 
ganizers as members of the CP, 
the SWP or the Young Socialists 
Alliance. Although he said most 
anti-war activists were sincerely 
opposed to the war and were not 
subversives, the implication’ of 
the broadcast was that moderates 
were being used by communists. 
Pell ended the third report with 
the statement, ““A three-month 
investigation indicates commu- 
nist organizations have played 
and are playing a major role in or- 
ganizing and promoting Spring 
Mobilization.” 

The series hardly mentioned 
the reasons for opposition to the 
war. Pell never asked the mem- 
bers of ‘communist’ organizations 
why they supported the anti-war 
movement, nor did he document 
their ideological influence on the 
organization for the march. They 
were labeled infiltrators with ul- 
terior motives solely because they 
were members of “subversive” 
groups. 

The only person who was in- 
terviewed on camera, indeed the 
only person who spoke for him- 
self, was Gordon Hall, identified 
by Pell as a nationally recognized 
authority on extremist groups on 
both the left and the right. In the 
last report of the series, Pell asked 
Hall how communists managed to 
occupy leadership positions in the 
group organizing the march. Hall 
explained that the anti-war move- 
ment was initiated by commu- 
nists. ‘The US stands in the way 
of communist aggression in

Southeast Asia and the commu- 
nists want the US out of Viet- 
nam. They are very experienced. 
When the call goes out, they are 
the first people to show up, and 
once they show up they won't re- 
linquish the leadership,’ Hall 
said. 


I may be coincidental, but 
Hall’s name appears in FBI docu- 
ments in much the same way as 
those of Thompson and Pell. A 
May, 1965, memo from Handley

Left,” an article in the May 23, 
1965, Herald, informed the Bur- 
eau that ‘‘the names and photo- 
graphs of several individuals con- 
nected with various CP fronts and 
other CP-sponsored organiza- 
tions’’ had been deleted from the 
article on the advice of the news- 
paper's attorneys. Attached to the 
memo was a copy of the article 
with Hall’s by-line. A memo 
dated July 7, 1965, says, ‘The 
Bureau is very pleased with the 
positive counter-intelligence re- 
sults you have effected through 
confidentially furnishing in- 
formation to (name deleted by the 
FBI). The article prepared by

the Boston Sunday Herald edi- 
tion of 5/23/65 thoroughly ex- 
poses and discredits radical and 
subversive elements.’’ The memo 
states that the bureau was also in 
contact with Haywood Vincent, a 
talk-show host for WNAC radio. 
‘Boston office as counter-intelli- 
gence effort confidentially fur- 
nished background information 
relating to communists and rad- 
icals participating in youth 
demonstrations to cooperative 
source (name deleted). Article by

ton newspaper thoroughly dis- 
crediting extremists. Boston then 
alerted Vincent who in turn sug-

gested (name deleted) appear on 
panel radio program to discuss 
the radical movement with four 
young radicals. The tape of this 
radio program has been reviewed 
and it reveals Hall thoroughly ex- 
posed and discredited the rad- 
icals who participated in the pro- 
gram.” 

Hall, who was hired last year 
by the Cambridge Chamber of 
Commerce to compile damaging 
information about employees of 
Urban Planning Aid in Cam- 
bridge, refused to comment on 
the FBI documents. “This is the 
biggest fishing expedition I’ve 
ever seen,” he said, and hung up 
on the Phoenix reporter.

a few of the 15,000 pages of FBI 
papers recently received by the 
SWP. Wednesday the party also 
released documents relating to the 
bureau’s counter-intelligence ef- 
forts in San Diego, Houston, 
Phoenix, San Antonio and St. 
Louis. According to the SWP, ac- 
tivities described include an FBI 
attempt to obtain cancellation of 
an anti-war conference at Catho- 
lic University in Washington, 
DC, in 1971 and a February, 
1972, police raid on a private 
party of YSA members in Hous- 
ton — the result of FBI surveil- 
lance that occurred almost a year 
after bureau officials testified 
under oath that the agency had 
stopped such activities. Accord- 
ing to another report from Phoe- 
nix, the FBI furnished informa- 
tion on the SDS to selected 
cooperative representatives of 
Phoenix Newspapers Inc., the 
publishers of the Arizona Repub- 
lic and the Phoenix Gazette. The 
documents do not state whether 
the information was used. 

‘The problem with journalists’ 
using the FBI information is that 
it was not based on facts,’’ said 
Stacey Seigle, a campaign wor- 
ker for SWP. “It was a collection 
of assertions, allegations and con- 
clusions and it should not have 
been reported without being at- 
tributed to the FBI and allowing 
time and space for a rebuttal.”"@

us more competitive. We want the 
flexibility to schedule our per- 
formers in a more competitive 
way.” What that translates into is 
this: BCN’s current ratings show 
it has less than half the audience 
of its major rival, WCOZ. What's 
more, 75 percent of the station's 
audience is. concentrated in a 
small age group — 18 to 21. 
Consequently, Dobra wants to 
boost weekend ratings by sche- 
duling his better-known an- 
nouncers, at present working 
Monday to Friday. 

This is not the only change 
planned, however. Dobra says he 
wants to decrease the say a disc 
jockey has over the music he 
plays and to reduce the variety of 
music on the station. 

“They won't need as much 
time to prepare,’’ says Dobra, in 
explanation of the proposed cut 
in his staff's program prepar- 
ation time. ‘We're tightening the 
format. Music will be much more 
pre-selected by the management, 
with some staff input.’’ 

Dobra says he intends to re- 
duce the amount of ‘‘cultist 
music” played on the station. 
Examples he cites of cult artists 
with “‘limited appeal” include 
Bonnie Raitt, Randy Newman 
and Martin Mull. “We want to 
return the station to its audience 
and take it out of the hands of the 
staff, which has become self- 
indulgent,” says Dobra, adding 
that the musical taste of the staff 
is “beyond” that of the average 
listener. 

Danny Schecter finds such a 
view disturbing. “We have a 
unique relationship with our 
listeners,” he says. ‘The issue 
here really is whether we will con- 
tinue to be innovative or will we 
be dictated to by the ratings. An 
obsession with ratings means 
mediocrity.’ He added that the 
station had not done enough pro- 
motion to build ratings. 

At week’s end, the two sides 
had agreed to extend the union 
contract until next Wednesday, 
when they will meet again with a 
federal mediator. The dispute 
could become a cause celebre be- 
fore then, however. Thursday, 
employees were considering call- 
ing on station listeners to call man- 
agement to back the union. @

...And says that Endicott 
Peabody committed perjury

O,, months ago, then-state Sena- 


tor Joe DiCarlo (D-Revere) was nearing 
the political summit. At 40, he was sen- 
ate majority leader, preparing to succeed 
Kevin Harrington as president. But with 
his federal conviction in February on 
charges of misuse of office, extortion and 
conspiracy, DiCarlo’s world crumbled. 

A federal district court jury convicted 
DiCarlo and a senate colleague, Ronald 
MacKenzie (R-Burlington) of conspiring 
to extort $40,000 froma New York-based 
construction management firm, McKee, 
Berger, Mansueto Inc. (MBM) in 1971 
and ‘72, At the time, MBM was oversee- 
ing a $150 million project, the construc- 
tion of the UMass-Dorchester campus, 
and DiCarlo was head of a special leg- 
islative committee investigating the proj- 
ect. 

During the trial, company officiais, 
notably president Gerald McKee, testi- 
fied that the money was extracted from 
MBM on MacKenzie’s threat that with- 
out payoffs DiCarlo would produce a re- 
port harmful to the firm. 

US District Court Judge Walter Jay 
Skinner sentenced both legislators to one 
year in prison, a sentence he stayed pend- 
ing their appeals. 

Last Monday, four days after Mac- 
Kenzie resigned from the Senate, Di- 
Carlo strode into the chamber for the de- 
bate he knew would precede the final 
sanction: expulsion, the recommenda- 
tion of the Senate Ethics Committee. Di- 
Carlo sat almost emotionlees throughout 
a dramatic four-hour debate. And when it 
ended, just before the climactic vote, he 
walked out of the chamber knowing that 
presently he would be a senator no lon- 
ger but already thinking of his re-elec- 
tion campaign, which began the next day, 
soon after the call for a special election to 
fill the vacant seat. 

On Wednesday, in the basement of the 
family furniture store in Boston’s North 
End, DiCarlo, in a conversation with the 
Phoenix, for the first time discussed at 
length the circumstances that led to his 
trial and conviction and his new cam- 
paign for re-election.

Q: In light of your conviction in fed- 
eral court in a matter involving corrup- 
tion of the legislative system, why do you 
believe your constituents should return 
you to the senate?

A: After the expulsion vote, I was sit- 
ting around with my family and a group 
of close friends and we were talking 
about things. They said I owed it to them, 
to my district and to myself to run, not 
out of a sense of honor but out of a sense 
of responsibility. 


7. obvious thing, as I told them, is 
that until my last breath, I will profess 
my innocence. I don’t want people to 
think that I’m asking my people to be the 
ultimate judge, jury and court system. 
The real question is whether I am fit, cap- 
able and compatible to sit in the senate. I 
answered all three questions ‘‘yes.”’ 

Q: Doesn't your campaign for re-elec- 
tion require a leap of faith by your for- 
mer constituents? Not having been in the 
couriroom, not knowing ihe jacis, they 
are asked whether they believe you — that 
you are innocent — or whether they be- 
lieve the jury. 

A: I think it’s inherent that there’s a 
judgment of faith from my constituents. 
For the 12 years I’ve served, they've had 
faith in me and my integrity and, as a re- 
sult, now, they're going on faith, not 
really knowing the trial. 

There’ve been some negative res- 
ponses. Some people simply accept the 
verdict — express total faith in the judic- 
ial system — and will not vote for me. 
There are those out there who've com- 
municated to me that they know nothing 
about the case, but believe I’ve had due 
process. 

Q: When you campaign, will you deal 
with the case in substance and try to ex- 
plain to people why you believe you were 
wronged? 

A: I think I owe it to my people. 
There’s a two-fold strategy in any cam- 
paign. First, you try to acquire recogni- 
tion. I think I can set that aside — that’s 
an understatement. Second, you try to 
show capability to represent a district. I 
would hope that my record of 12 years 
could set that aside, too. 

This campaign will be unique because I 
must try to expose as much as I can 
what's relevant to the case, so that they — 
not on blind loyalty alone — accept my 
innocence. I will explain what I said on 
the floor of the senate, that the judge 
himself narrowed the case against me to 
July 6, 1972. 
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DiCarlo says his constituents will decide. 


(It was on this date, the government ar- 
gued, that DiCarlo and MacKenzie were 
at MBM’s Manhattan offices about 4 
p.m., where DiCarlo chastised MBM of- 
ficials for late payments. Skinner in- 
structed the jury that if they did not be- 
lieve beyond a reasonable doubt that 
these allegations were true, then they 
should find DiCarlo innocent.) 

The senate journal for that date shows 
that I was present in the chamber at 
around 3 p.m. and I profess that I was not 
in New York City and that, as the judge 
stated, in other events there was no 
wrongdoing on my part. 


I think it’s important to explain that to- 
tal immunity was granted to officials of 
MBM, and they therefore had a heck of a 
lot more to win than lose by testifying 
against me. They were totally coopera- 
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tive with the government. And in ex- 
change, the government sold itself to 
MBM. It’s beyond my comprehension 
that the assistant US attorney (prosecu- 
tor Edward Lee) sent a letter of recom- 
mendation to a public agency in San 
Francisco recently on behalf of MBM, 
which was working for a major city con- 
tract out there. Lee knew MBM had been 
in trouble in Philadelphia, in Pittsburgh 
and in other states, and now they're send- 
ing out as part of their portfolio a letter 
from the prosecutor that exonerates 
MBM. 

I think it has to be understood that in 
the trial itself the prosecutor tried to paint 
MBM as the white-hat company and any- 
body familiar with the case knows that 
they were not the white-hat company; 
they had built a corporation from a paper 
company and the'methods they used were

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The missing drug 
testing records 









There’s no accounting for the 
research money paid to prisoners

I, October, the criminal division in the 
state Attorney General’s office dis- 
patched a state police detective to the 
Worcester County House of Detention in 
West Boylston. His mission? To secure 
records from the jail detailing moneys 
paid to the institution over a 14-year 
period by five major pharmaceutical 
firms for an experimental drug-research 
program on inmates there. 

However, the detective returned 
empty-handed. All trace of the records, if 
they ever existed, has disappeared at the 
jail. And no trace of funds has ever 
shown up in the jail’s records over the 
years, according to the county auditor’s 
office. 

The money for the research has come 
from such companies as Dow Chemical 
(in Midland, Mich.) and the SmithKline 
Corporation (in Philadelphia) to pay for 
pre-market testing of prescription and 
over-the-counter drugs. For a number of 
years, the studies were carried out by Dr. 
Oscar Resnick, an independent re- 
searcher who has for 20 years been con- 
nected with the prestigious Worcester 
Foundation for Experimental Biology. 

In 1972, Dr. Resnick set up a private 
company, the Central Massachusetts Re- 
search and Development Corporation, 
which assumed sponsorship of the drug 
testing project at the jail. The pharma- 
ceutical outfits contracted directly with 
Resnick for the tests, which are required 
on all new drug products by the Food and 
Drug Administration. The FDA ap- 
proves the use of selected prisons in 38 
states for this purpose. 

in the past, investigators engaging in 
such work in Massachusetts penal insti- 
tutions have compensated inmates on a 
per-test basis. They have also custo- 
marily been required to make a direct 
payment to the prison equaling 25 per- 
cent of the total fees paid to the research 
subjects. In addition, researchers have 
covered nursing, equipment and other 
costs of the program. It is the records of 
such payments that the attorney general 
has been seeking from Worcester County 
Sheriff Joseph A. Smith, who is in charge 
of the jail. 

Although Massachusetts law requires 
private firms to file an annual “report of 
condition’ with the secretary of state, 
Resnick has never submitted this overail 
financial statement since he incorporated 
his firm. Records in the Corporate 
Organizations section simply state 
‘under audit.” 


. of the missing Worcester jail 
accounts first turned up in the county 
auditor's office. Last October, that office 
received a tip from an officer at state po- 
lice headquarters suggesting that the pri- 
son accounts on drug research be checked 
into. 

‘‘We knew nothing about it because we 
have no way of knowing that such spe- 
cial accounts even exist’’ spokespersons 
for the County Auditor's office told the 
Phoenix. “But at that point we asked the 
attorney general's office to check it out at 
the Worcester jail.” 

According to the county auditors, the 
state police detective whom the attorney 
general sent to Worcester reported that 
“there were no records.’ The auditor's 
office suggested to the Phoenix that ‘‘per- 
haps no records were kept by the jail.” 

But when Worcester Gazette reporter 
Roy Nilson asked in January to see the 
jail acounts relating to the drug testing 
program, Nilson says Sheriff Smith told 
him, “They were destroyed in a jail riot.” 

When asked by the Phoenix about the 
state detective’s visit and subsequent 
investigation which the AG’s criminal 
division began, Resnick held that the in- 
quiry was of “a more routine”’ nature. “I 
can’t say if it involved an investigation or 
simply an audit,” he added. However, 
immediately after the state investigator 
arrived at the jail six months ago, Res- 
nick disbanded the Central Massa- 
chusetts Research and Development 


Corp. (State records show that the enter- 
prise went out of business in Novem- 
ber.) 

In short, the little that is known about 
the research moneys comes from a citi- 
zen’s watchdog group, the Worcester 
Prison Information Center. The group, 
which had tried for years to stop the 
experiments on the county inmates, re- 
ports that these subjects were receiving 
between $20 and $200 for the tests, 
depending on their duration, and that 
almost half of the inmates — 100 out of a 
population of 250 at the jail — were 
participating in them. 

According to documents that the 
public health department maintains, re- 
search at the jail included testing various 
tranquilizers, anti-depressants, pain- 
killers, and drugs for arthritics de- 
veloped by McNeil Laboratories of Fort 
Washington, Pa. The purpose of the stu- 
dies was to test ‘‘tolerance’’ — levels. 
Resnick has submitted to DPH no pro- 
posals for new studies since last July. 

But the project’s apparent demise pre- 
ceded the AG’s investigation. It slowed 
down last summer after the Presidential 
Commission for Protection of Human 
Subjects of Research took direct testi- 
mony from Worcester inmates serving as 
test subjects. A staffer on Senator Edward 
Kennedy's Health Committee, who had 
arranged for the ‘testimony to be ob- 
tained, told the Phoenix, “descriptions 
the inmates gave of some of the side- 
effects of these experiments warranted 
ending the Worcester program.” 


©... the past weeks, the Phoenix has 
tried to ascertain the progress of the AG's 
investigation. After we had contacted 
Attorney General Francis Bellotti’s office 
several times, a spokesperson informed 
us that the investigation had been trans- 
ferred to Worcester County District At- 
torney John J. Conte’s office. But Conte 
told the Phoenix he knew nothing about 
it. 

Obviously dormant for some months 
in the AG’s office, the inquiry now ap- 
pears to be picking up steam. On March 
29, criminal division Chief Stephen 
Delinsky indicated in an interview that 
the probe may go beyond the matter of 
the missing accounts. Some of the other 
questions to be addressed include possi- 
ble violations of state and federal law. 
State and federal narcotics laws forbid re- 
searchers from experimenting on human 
subjects with psychotropics — ‘‘mind’’ 
drugs — until they have submitted a 
protocol and received an official go- 
ahead, and this is an area that will be 
looked into. 

Another legal question concerns a state 
law that prohibits FDA Phase One (initial 
stage) drug research on sentenced per- 
sons in order to safeguard involuntarily 
detained ‘‘volunteer” subjects from the 
dangers associated with this early testing 
phase. Phase One investigations involve 
drug tryouts on animals and ‘‘a very few 
humans,” according to the FDA’s Bos- 
ton office. Massachusetts law permits 
only Phase Two research — the second, 
relatively safer stage of FDA testing — to 
be carried out on prisoners. 

Still, staff in the state public health de- 
partment’s food and drug division say 
that “‘it is not at all clear’ that the pro- 
gram at the Worcester Detention Center 
complied with this statute. Very few of 
the research proposals pertaining to those 
inmates even indicate which phase of 
testing was to be done, DPH spokesper- 
sons told the Phoenix. DPH’s assigned 
function, they pointed out, was “record- 
keeping”, entailing neither pharmacolo- 
gical review of the research designs nor 
monitoring of the experiments after they 
were underway. And even though thou- 
sands of FDA tests for commercial firms 
were run on hundreds of convicts in the 
state during the ‘60s and '70s, FDA's reg- 
ional office in Boston said last week it had 
been unaware of the law's existence. @

“black propaganda” operation in the US. 


T.. House committees have been 
gearing up for a probe of South Korean 
activities over the past two months. One 
investigation is being conducted by the 
so-called House Ethics Committee. Chair- 
man John J. Flynt (D-Georgia) was 
roundly criticized for his handling ear- 
lier in the year of a conflict-of-interest 
case involving a House colleague, and 
there was suspicion in some quarters that 
his committee’s Korea probe would be 
less than thorough. Common Cause’s 
John Gardner, for one, suggested a select 
committee would do a better job. A House 
member suggested a special bipartisan 
commission conduct the investigation. 

The committee impressed even its 
critics when it signed on Philip Lacovara, 
former Watergate assistant special prose- 
cutor, as its outside counsel for the in- 
vestigation. But Lacovara, under a special 
restriction sponsored by Rep. Trent Lott 
(R-Miss.), may not take testimony from 
prospective witnesses unless an Ethics 
Committee member is present. Chair- 
man Flynt has announced another 
curious limitation on the committee's 
work: he will not issue any subpoenas. 

Whatever diligence the panel em- 
ploys, however, its announced goals are 
severely circumscribed. It plans to con- 
centrate on determining whether certain 
congressmen took bribes from Tongsun 
Park or from other Korean figures. Since 
some congressmen have already ad- 
mitted receiving money from Park, part 
of the committee’s work has been done 
for it. Without issuing a subpoena for 
Tongsun Park, who decamped to London 
after the first flurry of publicity, the com- 
mittee may have difficulty even gather- 
ing further proof of payoffs. 

Another House committee, however, 
has been investigating the larger ques- 
tions of Korean influence-peddling off 
and on for two years, and is now in the 
process of hiring 13 more investigators 
for a new round of probes, due to begin 
“in the next couple months.” It is being 
directed by Rep. Donald Fraser, chair- 
man of the House’s international organi- 
zations subcommittee. 

According to staff director Robert 
Boettcher, the public and some people in 
government ‘are laboring under a mis- 
conception of what the Korean problem 
is.” His investigation, he hopes, will shed 
light on a number of sensitive areas, in- 
cluding: 

— Possible ties between Reverend 
Moon’s Unification Church, the Korean 
government, and various religious and 
charitable groups. 

As is generally known, church mem- 
bers agitated in support of a strong US 
anti-communist stance in Asia during the 
Nixon administration. ‘‘If we find among 
senators and congressmen no one really 
useful for our purpose,” reads a church 
training manual, ‘we can make senators 
and congressmen of our members.” 

Bo Hi Park, who was executive direc- 
tor of the Korean Cultural and Freedom 
Foundation until ousted for fiscal mis- 
management a few months ago, and who 
is still Reverend Moon's right-hand man, 
is widely thought to be a Korean CIA 
operative. According to a Korean official 
who defected from South Korea’s Wash- 
ington embassy two years ago, Bo Hi 
Park had routine access to the embassy’s 
top-secret direct cables from Washing- 
ton to Seoul. Some sources also say that 
Bo Hi Park attended the Blue House 
meetings at which the alleged plot to in- 
fluence US congressmen was hatched. 

In any event, it is clear from Internal 
Revenue Service documents and from 
numerous published reports that the 
Korean Cultural and Freedom Founda- 
tion, as well as affiliated groups like 
Radio Free Asia and Moon's “Little An- 
gels’’ dance troupe, were funded in part 
by the Korean government. 

— Rigging of contracts in Korea. The 
committee will follow up on a Securities 
and Exchange Commission investigation 
into reports that E-Systems, a huge Dal- 
las-based defense contractor, paid $1.3 
million to a group of Koreans in ex- 
change for contracts to sell radio equip- 
ment to the South Korean military. It is 
alleged that the Koreans then transferred 
the money into the bank accounts of a 
front group in the US, the Korean Re- 
search Institute, and used it to bribe con- 
gressmen. Investigators estimate that $15 
million to $25 million in US tax money 
was involved in the transactions. The 
committee will also look into reports that 





Americans working in Korea were beaten 
up when they resisted similar schemes. 

— Extortion. The committee will seek 
to determine whether American com- 
panies wanting to do business with Seoul 
were routinely subject to extortion. 

— Harassment of South Koreans liv- 
ing in the US. Testimony before the com- 
mittee last year established that KCIA 
agents regularly intimidated South 
Koreans who spoke out from this coun- 
try against Seoul’s repressive domestic 
policies. One man who recounted such 
efforts against his newspaper in Los An- 
geles was anonymously threatened by a 
Korean who shouted from the audience 
during his testimony before Fraser’s com- 
mittee last year. Investigators hope that 
further hearings will prompt other South 
Koreans living in the US to come for- 
ward. 

— Influence-buying in academe. The 
South Korean government has given 
large sums to American universities to 
promote the study of South Korea and to 
influence scholars. 

One such grant — of almost $4 million 
— was made to Harvard University in 
1975. A gift of $1 million from the Korea 
Trade Association was arranged by Han 
Pyung Ki, who is married to President 
Park’s daughter and is now the KCIA 
chief in Washington. Another $2.8 mil- 
lion was pledged by Thomas Jefferson 
Coolidge, chairman of the International 
Organizing Committee of the Program 
for Harvard and East Asia, who indi- 
cated he would raise the money from US 
companies in South Korea. 

According to Joong-Ang Ibo, a South 
Korean newspaper, one objective of the 
gifts was ‘to promote counteractive ef- 
forts against those who spearhead anti- 
Korean government moves like (Harvard 
professors) Reischauer and Cohen, there- 
by to engender a pro-Korean atmosphere 
at Harvard and other American academic 
circles.’ When news of the gifts’ pur- 
pose was made public, Harvard officials 
responded that the Koreans’ “‘plot’’ had 
not worked. 


ac Koreans were more successful, 
perhaps, elsewhere. According to an ar- 
ticle in the October-December, 1975, 
issue of the Bulletin of Concerned Asian 
Scholars, the South Korean ertibassy’s 
educational attache “masterminded and 
paid for” a seminar on US-South Korean 
relations at Western Michigan Univer- 
sity shortly after Park instituted martial 
law in October, 1972. 

The attache “‘later boasted that, as a re- 
sult, the organizer of the meeting wrote a 
letter to the New York Times in support 
of Park's police-state measures,” accord- 
ing to Dr. Jai Hyon Lee, a former South 
Korean official. Lee also told the Fraser 
committee that the South Korean em- 
bassy and the KCIA agent stationed there 
coordinated other seminars as well, at the 
University of Hawaii and in Korea itself. 
All were designed to win headlines sug- 
gesting that influential scholars backed 
the Seoul regime, or to attract US scholars 
into Korean government work. 

Another such effort was revealed last 
week. According to committee sources, 
the Korean government subsidized a con- 
ference on US-South Korean relations 
held at George Washington University in 
May, 1975. One person who attended the 
conference, Robert Boettcher, is now the 
Fraser committee's chief of staff; he said 
he was not aware at the time that the 
Koreans had helped finance the seminar. 
Nor was their participation noted on the 
programs or agendas for the conference, 
which was officially sponsored by the 
university's Sino-Soviet Institute. 

In a telephone interview, Gaston Sigur, 
the institute’s director, said that the em- 
bassy’s Ministry of Education had pro- 
vided “several thousands” in funding for 
the conference, but that “there was noth- 
ing secret about it. We simply didn’t an- 
nounce it.” Sigur protested, ‘There was 
no doubt who controlled it,” and con- 
tended that the Koreans’ aid had not af- 
fected the papers presented in any way. 

Other sources said Seoul donated 
$20,000, or approximately 60 percent of 
the conference’s cost. The conference 
proceedings will soon be published by 
Praeger Books; participants included 
Doak Barnett of the Brookings Institute, 
Jerome Cohen of Harvard, and some 20 
other prestigious American scholars. 

The investigations so far have illus- 
trated how money paid by, or extorted

from, American companies doing busi- 
ness in Korea was funneled back to the 
US to finance the Koreans’ lobbying ef- 
forts here. Likewise, wheeler-dealer 
Tongsun Park was paid, according to 
some reports, some $7 million in com- 
missions over the past few years for 
handling rice shipments to South Korea, 
many of them underwritten by the so- 
called ‘‘Food For Peace’’ program. 

Some observers are expressing puzzle- 
ment that such a widespread influence- 
peddling scheme could have continued 
for almost seven years without public ex- 


posure — unless it was hidden by a US & 


government coverup. 

One answer may lie in a recent New 
York Times column by William Safire, 
who noted that in 1974 and 1975 the Na- 
tional Security Agency — an intelligence 
operation that electronically monitors 
overseas communications — became 
‘loaded with information about million- 
dollar-a-year payoffs to United States 
congressmen by the South Korean CIA.” 

This information, Safire said, was re- 
viewed by Kissinger in his role as Na- 
tional Security Adviser — and Kissinger 
‘‘decided not to transmit most of that in- 
formation at that time to President Ford.”’ 

Donald Ranard, chief of the State De- 
partment’s Office of Korean Affairs from 
1970 to 1974, has said that he alerted the 
Justice Department to Tongsun Park’s 
unsavory activities on several occasions, 
to no avail. Justice also dropped an in- 
vestigation of the Korean Cultural and 
Freedom Foundation (it had been re- 
ported that the organization may be vio- 
lating the Foreign Agents Registration 
Act) because of “insufficient evidence.”’ 

Ranard, now director of the Institute 
for International Policy, a project of the 
Fund for Peace, wonders ‘‘why all the 
puzzle pieces haven't been ‘put to- 
gether.” At least nine government agen- 
cies were affected by the Koreans’ opera- 
tions, he points out. “We knew that 
something was going on. Knew that 
Tongsun Park was passing all this money 
around, the bribes, and so forth. People 
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Presidents Park (left foregroun 


were warned. And you've got the govern- 
ment still unable to put this whole thing 
together? There must've been a cover- 
up. 

The question is, he says, ‘What did 
Kissinger know?’ And later, ‘Some- 
body in the CIA tried to block this thing. 
Was it Helms? How will we know?” 

Sources have noted that various high 
US officials were aware of the Korean 
bribery and propaganda offensive and 
failed to have it stopped. 


Le reported bribery and influence- 
peddling began in 1970 when Tongsun 
Park apparently persuaded two con- 
gressmen, Cornelius E. Gallagher and 
Richard T. Hanna, to draw up a list of 
some 90 of their colleagues who might be 
approached to vote for bills favorable to 
South Korea. The list was inadvertently 
uncovered by a US customs agent search- 
ing Tonsun Park’s valise on one of the 
Korean’s trips to the US, and was sent to 
the FBI in late 1974. 

The Blue House tapes reportedly have 
recorded conversations between the 
Korean president and Ambassador 
Habib. On orders from Kissinger, sources 
have said, Habib encouraged the idea of 
South Korean agents’ trying to influence 
the US Congress to vote increased aid for 
Seoul, even as President Nixon an-

nounced pullbacks. 

The scheme apparently became an em- 
barrassment. Information about the vast 
amounts of money flowing into congres- 
sional hands began to circulate in govern- 
ment. Secretary of Defense Melvin Laird 
warned of the operation in memos to the 
White House in 1970 and 1971. And Am- 
bassador Habib, perhaps astonished at 
the extent of Tongsun Park’s penetra- 
tion of the US Congress, sent similar 
memos in 1973. US officials may have 
encouraged Korean influence of con- 
gressmen, but bribery was more than 
they had bargained for. 

* * * 

Currently, the Justice Department is 
reportedly concentrating on possible in- 
come tax violations by former congress- 
men Richard Hanna and Cornelius Galla- 
gher. Unable to make criminal cases 
against any of the dozens of congress- 
men who allegedly received Korean pay- 
offs, the Justice Department is said to be 
hoping to put pressure on Hanna and 
Gallagher to testify against their col- 
leagues. 

Investigators have found themselves 
without witnesses to question. In this 
connection it is interesting to note what 
information has surfaced in the press as a 
result of Justice Department and State 
Department involvement in the investi- 
gation. On several occasions when the

executive branch has started to probe a 
suspected KCIA operative, the prospec- 
tive witness's name has been leaked to the 
New York Times, the Washington Post 
or the Washington Star — and some- 
times to all three papers on the same day. 

As a result, the principal Korean fig- 
ures have fled the country — notably 
Tongsun Park, the Washington busi- 
nessman, and Bo Hi Park, the number 
two man in Moon’s Unification Church. 
Several Korean officials reportedly in- 
volved in influence-buying have been re- 
called by their government. The KCIA 
personnel in this country has been re- 
shuffled. Front groups have folded. 

One South Korean operative, how- 
ever, remains in this country. He is Kim 
Sang Kuen, second in command of the 
KCIA in Washington. In January, Kim 
asked for asylum here; he is now 
cooperating with the CIA. “This guy,’ 
said one intelligence source, ‘will blow 
the lid off this case and many people on 
eo Hill are going to be worried about 
this.”’ 

The question is: who else — other than 
those on Capitol Hill —,is getting wor- 
ried? 

Attorney General Griffin Bell recently 
told visitors pressing for a special prose- 
cutor to investigate foreign intelligence 
operations here that he “didn’t want a 
Watergate’ on his hands. In regard to the 
Korea probe, he tried (and failed, be- 
cause of public relations) to get his legal 
team to wrap up its investigation within 
60 days or drop it. 

But another probe has been develop- 
ing, one which may be the last chance to 
unravel the real story of “Koreagate,” as 
the case is coming to be known. 

The Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee is about to open its own investiga- 
tion, not only into the activities of Korean 
intelligence, but into other foreign opera- 
tions in the US as well. According to 
first-hand Capitol Hill sources, the com- 
mittee will investigate the Chilean DINA, 
Taiwan's KMT, and the Iranian SAVAK 
networks. All those secret police agen- 
cies have had a close working relation- 
ship with the CIA. 

And the committee plans to use its sub- 
poena powers. It will subpoena the Blue 
House tapes. .

not right. As a result of this, Lee was able 
to get these people to cooperate. I think 
that I have to address myself to that. 

Q: Let’s deal then, with some of the 
trial questions. The most obvious, | 
guess, is why, if you are as innocent as 
you claim, didn’t you testify on your own 
behalf? 

A: I had every intention of testifying. 
But on the second day of the defense, the 
judge advised us that he would narrow 
the case to July 6, 1972. And he did tell 
that to the jury. I thought we proved be- 
yond a reasonable doubt that I was in 
Boston in the senate on that date and 
thought the senate journal showing me 
voting at... after 3 p.m. proved that. I 
was advised that it was not necessary for 
me to testify. 

Q: It has been rumored and in one in- 
stance reported that your decision not to 
testify was influenced by your co-defen- 
dant, Ron MacKenzie. Is that true? 

A: No. I went to trial as a co-conspira- 
tor with Ron MacKenzie, but I was not 
my brother's keeper. I think it was Ron 
MacKenzie’s intention not to take the 
stand, but that was not the decisive fac- 
tor. | was there for my own salvation.

an iota of evidence that I asked for or re- 
ceived money.

(Masiello, a friend of Kelly’s and a 
business associate of MBM’s, was said by 
the government to have been present at 
the meeting when Kelly allegedly tried to 
shake down MBM in DiCarlo’s name.

Governor Endicott Peabody (who was 
MBM‘s attorney-lobbyist in relations 
with the Commonwealth regarding the 
UMass contract).

was on Sunday — and he was 
alone. McKee had never been to 
my house and, when he said he 
was there, he was perjuring him- 
self. 

Q: Let’s turn to the other key 
date in the trial — the July 6 meet- 
ing in New York, which you've 
already said did not occur. Was 
there ever a time when you and 
Ron MacKenzie were in New 
York and met with MBM offi- 
cials? 

A: No, there was not. The gov- 
ernment tied itself to July 6. They 
had a credit charge slip from the 
Gasiight Club for that date. With 
all the resources at the govern- 
ment’s disposal, if they could 
have showed that I was in New 
York on any other date, I’m sure 
they would have. But they didn’t 
do it. And the fact of the matter is 
that I’ve never met with MBM of- 
ficials in New York. 

Q: During the trial, you 
brought a witness, Fred Kuss- 
man, an official of the state Bur- 
eau of Building Construction, 
which had given the UMass con- 
tract to MBM in 1970, who testi- 
fied that he had written an anal- 
ysis of the MBM-UMass con- 
tract which eventually was trans- 
mitted to you and that this analy- 
sis became the backbone of your 
report. How, as chairman of the 
investigating committee, do you 
justify using a report written by a 
party to the potential investiga- 
tion as the backbone of the leg- 
islative report? 

A: That's very simple. The 
Kussman draft was more than a 
backbone; it was the very report 
itself. I was not shirking my. res- 
ponsibilities to use someone else's 
work. The contract was very 
complex. I openly admit thatjwith- 
out staff or legal counsel, the con- 
cept of the contract was well over 
my head. Kussman worked for 
the Commonwealth. It is not un- 
known for legislators to- usesex- 
pertise from other agencies. ] re- 
lied on Kussman. He was most 
knowledgeable. I didn’t at the 
time, nor do I now, see anything 
wrong with Fred Kussman writ- 
ing the report. 

Q: During the trial, there was 
testimony from MBM officials 
that MacKenzie obtained a copy 
of the report and gave it to MBM. 
Did MacKenzie ask you for a 
copy? Did you give it to him and 
did you know what he was going 
to do with it? 

A: Number one, I do not re- 
member Ronny MacKenzie ever 
asking me for a copy of the re- 
port. I don’t know whether he got 
a copy from me personally, from 
my office or from other members 


of the committee. But anyone. 


who knows legislative procedure 
knows that it is not uncommon or 
unusual for senators to cém- 
municate about a bill or commit- 
tee report. If Ronny MacKenzie 
did get a copy of the report, I had 
no knowledge that it was going to 
MBM if it did go to MBM via 
Ronny MacKenzie. * 


E... if Ronny MacKenzie 
gave MBM acopy of the report, it 
was never changed, so it had no 
real bearing on the case. It was 
not evidence of extortion, brib- 
ery, compromise, bargaining or 
bartering with MBM. The bot- 
tom line is that the report was 
never changed. 

Q: Assuming that the report 
was never changed, there was tes- 
timony that the report was added 
to. As part of the government's 
effort to prove there was an ar- 
rangement among you, Ron Mac- 
Kenzie and MBM, there was a 
great deal of testimony that Ger- 
ry McKee, having seen a draft of 
the report, decided that he wanted 
to have three paragraphs added, 
that he wrote them out, had them 
given to MacKenzie and that the

paragraphs ended up as the ‘‘con- 


clusions” section of the report. 


Did MacKenzie give you that sec- 
tion to put into the report? 

Q: I accept the fact that the 
three paragraphs supposedly 
written by McKee ended up in the 
report. The point is that the para- 
graphs had no significance what- 
soever. They were totally consis- 
tent with the total report and were 
consistent with all testimony in 
our investigation. 

Q: If MacKenzie had given you 
an insert to the report from MBM 
that was inconsistent with the rest 
of the report, would you have ac- 
cepted it and inserted it? 

A: Obviously, no. Remember, 
there were seven other members 
of the investigating committee 
and each testified that he was 
aware of what was in the report 
and that the conclusions from 
MBM did not change the report. 
The real fault was with the inser- 
tion of the ‘‘conclusions” section 
without attributing it to MBM. 
Had there been attribution at- 
tached to those paragraphs, there 
could not have been any allega- 
tion of wrongdoing regarding this 
situation. 

Q: Turning from the trial to 
the expulsion process that was 
completed Monday, you seem to 
have been implying that Senate 
President Kevin Harrington's 
decision to suspend senate busi- 
ness until the expulsion decision 
was completed was, in effect, 
creation of a false crisis. Is that 
what you believe? 

A: It’s my opinion that it was a 
created, mythical crisis. I think, 
whether it was through the sen- 
ate president or whoever else was 
part of it, what they were saying 
to the people out there was that 
Joe DiCarlo was not compatible 
with service in the senate.

I argue that from the gay of 
sentencing and two weeks there- 
after, I was voting for the senate. 
As I told the Ethic’ Committee, 
the State House did’ not shake 
with any vote-I cast. The crisis 
was manufactured and ‘created 
partially by a major Boston news- 
paper, to prove that no senate 
business could be conducted 
while Joe DiCarlo sat there. 

Q: Why would Kevin Har- 
rington, who'd chosen you forhis 
successor, have created a false cri- 
sis to expedite your expulsion 
from the senate? 

Q: I believe that Kevin Har- 
rington has a strong belief in the 
system and its stability and truly 
that he believed, in this.case, that 
my personal rights had to be sac- 
rificed for the senate as a whole. | 
do not criticize Kevin Harring- 
ton. It was the senate first. It’s 
been that way for as long as he’s 
been president and I’m sure it will 
continue to be that way. 

Q: You rose through the poli- 
tical system and were on the verge 
of becoming senate president. 
Now that the same system has ex- 
pelled you, has the experience left 
you bitter, or shaken your belief 
in the system? 

A: I'm not bitter with the sys- 
tem. I’m not bitter with individ- 
uals. I am disappointed with the 
process by which I was expelled. I 
am disappointed that the senate 
accepted the verdict as a true ver- 
dict and didn’t allow me the op- 
portunity to bring evidence of my 
innocence before I was expelled. 

The fault lies with the people 
out there. They are cynical and 
distrusting of politicians. It is as- 
sumed that a politician is guilty 
unless he can prove himself in- 
nocent. That's the opposite of 
how it should be. It’s obvious 
why that’s so, but it’s still wrong. 

But the system does work, has 
worked and will continue to 
work. If I didn’t believe that, I 
wouldn't be running for re-elec- 
tion to the senate. e

Pittsburgh, shorn of power by

Audio pioneers John Dahlquist and Sol Marantz recognized and 
defined three critical acoustic problems in designing the phased 
Array DQ-10. The result is a true departure from traditional 
speaker design and performance. 

The first consideration was the control of sound diffraction 
which occurs just after a note is produced by the speaker 
diaphragm. As the waveform travels out it also radiates to the 
corners of the baffle and diffracts from the corners. The result- 
ing degradtion in sound definition has been brought under 
control by mounting the drivers on individual free standing 
baffles. 

This method of mounting the drivers also helps eliminate a 
second problem, time-delay. (Essentially a differentiation in the 
perception of the fundamental frequency and its associated 
harmonics.) Most speakers, because of a common baffle, project 
the harmonics out of phase with the fundamental note. The 
phased array concept corrects the problem by mounting the 
mid-range and tweeters on different planes than the woofer. 
Finally, to insure the phase relationships of the drivers, a 
specially designed crossover network was developed. The end 
result is a speaker of unique spatiality and definition.

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VIEW FROM 
THE TOP 


A... the time that your ears begin 
to pop, a recorded message broadcast 
from a speaker in one of the elevator 
walls welcomes you to the John Hancock 
Observatory. If you find yourself think- 
ing, around the 60th floor, that this is a 
slick operation, you're right. The John 
Hancock people, after finally getting their 
windows in place, may finally be forgiv- 
en: they have put together a worthwhile, 
educational and imaginative observa- 
tory. 

It is far more than just a tourist attrac- 
tion and look-out point. If that’s all you 
wanted you could visit the Skywalk on 
top of the Prudential, where on a clear 
day you can, for a fee and without any as- 
sistance, look at the view and make the 
DJs at WBCN slightly hysterical by 
banging on their windows. The John 
Hancock Observatory, on the other hand; 
provides a means of observing the land- 
scape as nearby as the Common and as 
far away as the mountains of southern 
New Hampshire with a bit of history and 
belated Bicentennial spirit on the side. 

While strolling around on the top 
floor, you can admire an exhibit com- 
prising 110 photos of historical Boston 
landmarks with accompanying informa- 
tion, aptly named Photorama. In stra- 
tegic spots are telescopes, called ‘‘fun- 
scopes,” which are permanently aimed at 
various landmarks and historical areas. 
For zeroing in on the areas of your choice, 
there are also coin-operated telescopes. 

At some point in your wanderings you 
will come upon two sets of carpet-cov- 
ered steps which serve as seats for listen- 
ing to ‘Skyline Boston,” a taped lecture 
by architectural historian, Walter Muir 
Whitehead on various landscape changes 
since Colonial times, such as the land-fill 
operations in the Back Bay. While the 
tape plays you can gaze out the window 
at the areas he mentions and refer to dia- 
grams illustrating his points. 

One alcove houses a topographical 
model of Boston in 1775, containing 
3,000 tiny homes, churches, shops and 
public buildings. There is a recorded nar- 
ration of the lives of Bostonians as they 
lived, worked and plotted the Revolu- 
tion. The exhibit is accentuated by mul- 
ticolored lights and music of the period.

Another section of the floor is set up as a 
mini-theatre for a seven-minute narrated 
film of a helicopter flight over Boston. 
You might want to allow yourself an 
hour to appreciate all that is offered at the 
observatory.

Mondays through Saturdays, and 
from noon until 11 p.m. on Sundays. Ad- 
mission is $1.50 for adults; 75 cents for 
children and senior citizens; group dis- 
counts are available.

BOUND 
FOR GLORY 


I. always seemed a little unfair. Good 
books can give infinite pleasure, and 
what do we have to give in return? Well, 
books do need to be cared for, and we can 
express our gratitude by making sure 
they will survive for future readings. 
Philip Alleyn, owner of Tantalus Cus- 
tom Leathersmiths and Bookbinders, 
opened shop to help you save your 
books. 

One of only four or five hand binders 
in the Boston area, Alleyn is equipped to 
bind or rebind books in almost any. state 
of disrepair. First he takes the volume 
apart, lifting the inside pages from the 
binding so they can be preserved. If 
necessary, he will strengthen the signa- 
tures — the groups of pages sharing a 
common fold — by gluing strips of fine 
strong paper along the fold. Each signa- 
ture is individually sewn to the others on 
a frame; then the spine is rounded on,a 
backing press and covered with glue and 
backing paper. A case is made and the 
book is glued inside. 

If pages are torn or crumpled, they can 
be repaired with a fine gauze that nearly 
hides the tear. And if the binding itself is 
valuable, Alleyn will take the book apart, 
repair the insides and the cases, and put 
them back together. 

‘I’m working on two books brought in 
by an elderly man who escaped from 
Armenia in 1914 immediately before the 
Turkish invasion,” Alleyn said. “The 
books were among the few things he 
brought with him, and now he wants 


than just a protective covering, however. 
Alleyn said his shop can do everything 
from plain cloth and leather bindings to 
cases of intricately tooled leather, com- 
binations of leather and colorful Italian 
paper, or leather and wood. 

Even if you don’t have a volume that 
could use a new cover, there is some- 
thing you can do for your leather-bound 
books. Alleyn says that because leather 
absorbs sulfur, the polluted air of a city 
will play hob with the cases of the books. 
“They should be cleaned, de-acidified 
and oiled, at least every three to five 
years,” Alleyn said. “Otherwise you may 
pick up a book that’s been in the book- 
shelf for several years and see it fall apart 
in your hands.” 

Alleyn, an avowed book freak, has 
been in the business for five years. ‘‘It 
took me about three-and-a-half years to 
build up the courage to present myself to 
the public as a bookbinder,” he said. ‘‘It 
is a fairly awesome responsibility. People 
bring in books that are precious to them, 
and you have the responsibility of not 
botching it, as well as making it beau- 
tiful again, giving it a new life. I’m im- 
pressed that in spite of movies and tele- 
vision, people are still interested in and 
care about nice books. But sometimes I 
get aggravated when people with nice 
book collections neglect them. After all, 
they polish their silver and care for their 
antique furniture. If you take care of 
books, they’re immortal.”

As... who has ever tried to free- 


lance in publishing knows very well how 
confusing and frustrating the business 
can be. Scouting potential clients takes 
nearly as much time and energy as fulfil- 
ling assignments. And aside from the 
routine hassles of finding work, many 
freelancers have.no access to health or 
disability insurance, legal or financial ad- 
vice, or regular contact with their col- 
leagues. 

Into the breach comes the Word Guild, 
a Cambridge-based “national profes- 
sional freelance collaborative’ founded 
last January as a service to freelancers and 
clients. Zelda Fischer, a copy editor with 
experience in fields as disparate as fic- 
tion and medical publications, started the 
organization to counteract ‘‘the isolation 
and lack of community that freelancers 
encounter.” 

Membership is open to writers, edi- 
tors, illustrators, proofreaders, design- 
ers, translators, photographers and 
other professionals in publishing. Ac- 
cording to Fischer, ‘the primary purpose 
of this organization is to find work for 
qualified freelancers.” The Word Guild 
also provides editorial and design ser- 
vices to university presses, trade pub- 
lishers, consulting groups, and business. 
When a member receives an assignment, 
payment is made through the organiza- 
tion, and the Guild receives 10 percent as 
a fee. 

There are two membership categories 
in the guild. Senior members are re- 
quired to have had two years’ experience 
in a given area, and to provide two pro- 
fessional references. Associate members 
need only have an interest in publishing, 
six. months’ experience, and two per-

sonal references. Senior members pay $25 
annually, and are eligible for freelance as- 
signments, workshops and group rates on 
health and disability insurance. Asso- 
ciate members pay $10 a year, which in- 
cludes a subscription to the Guild's 
monthly newsletter and the opportunity 
to participate in workshops and attend 
meetings. 

Unlike editorial services which rigidly 
categorize employees, the Guild tries to 
broaden the skills of its members by of- 
fering regular workshops in such areas a 
copy-editing, proofreading, design, in- 
dexing, humor writing and advertising or 
promotion writing. Courses are gen- 
erally given by senior members and are 
priced by the instructor. 

The Guild also provides a central base 
of operations for its members. There are 
monthly meetings of interest to freelan- 
cers; recent speakers have included an ac- 
countant (to explain tax law), Seymour 
Lawrence of Delacorte Press and Jack 
Thomas of the Globe. In addition to the 
general meeting, there are regular gath- 
erings for writers, designers and other 
groups. Several new groups, including 
medical and scientific writers, PhDs and 
education writers, are also being formed.

7. traditional art of Chinese Brush 
Painting continues to find expression, 
both in China and abroad. All this month, 
the Nasrudin Gallery presents an exhibit 
of works by Lee Sun Sheng-Chia, a na- 
tive of Shangtun province and a grad- 
uate of Peking Fu-Jen University. 

Lee studied with two of China’s great 
contemporary painters, the late Pu Hsin 
Yu and Huang Chun-Pi, perhaps China’s 
most famous living master. Her ‘work 
combines the methods of the northern 
style, noted for its elaborate detail and ex- 
plicit outlining of its subjects, and those 
of the southern school, whose spilled- or 
slung-ink and broken-line techniques are 
sometimes compared to those of Impres- 
sionism. 

The result is a delicate yet forceful bal- 
ance of focus on the subject of the work 
and on underlying emotions. Particular- 
ly beautiful, and perhaps even shocking 
to the American eye, are Lee’s depictions 
of Niagara Falls. 

The show includes scrolls, framed 
works, calligraphy and multi-paneled 
miniature screens in color and black-and- 
white. The screens are painted silk; other 
works are on Chinese cotton paper 
mounted on silk. Rectangular and square 
works, as well as the ancient round and 
fan-shaped forms, are displayed. 

The paneled table screens depict 
brightly colored flowers and birds. These 
delicate and detailed works are done with 
Chinese colors, which are powdered and 
mixed with water. Much richer in tone 
and consistency than Western watercol- 
ors, Chinese color has been. known to last 
2000 years without fading. 

Traditional printed lettering and the 
flowing ‘‘running style” calligraphy are 





sometimes presenting Lee’s thoughts in 
simple lines such as ‘‘The drops of dew 
gather on the pine tree leaves.”’ 

The Nasrudin Gallery, at 261 New- 
bury Street, Boston, is open Tuesday 
through Saturday from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m.

ack Kerouac and Neal Cassady did it 
0 years ago in a Hudson, living on apple 
pie and ice cream. John Steinbeck and his 
poodle did it in 1960 in a converted 
pickup truck called Rocinante. 

And Frank and Marty Farlow of 
Brookline did it last summer in their 1971 
Volkswagen Super Beetle. They removed 
the back seat to make room for a Coleman 
cooler and wooden fruit crates filled with 
camping supplies and clothing, and set 
out to drive coast to coast. 

No other trip has the continuing 
appeal, it seems, of the journey across 
America. Not only does it recall an 
assortment of historic and mythic 
characters, from the pioneers on, but it 
remains a fantasy — unlike sailing around 
the world or riding the length of the 
Trans-Siberian railway — actessible to 
hundreds of thousands of ordinary 
people with ordinary budgets and 
ordinary wheels. The Farlows, for 
instance, traveled for seven weeks, 
putting 10,500 miles on their VW, and 
spent about $800. ‘Considering what we 
did, the things we saw, the people we 
met, it was very inexpensive,’ Marty 
says. 

There are, of course, other ways to do 
it. Last summer Gene Norton of Jamaica 
Plain and a friend rode 10-speed bicycles 
to Seattle, averaging 65 miles a day for 
nearly two months, then flew home, 
exhausted. Derek Coelho, a BU dorm 
director, bought a Greyhound Ameripass 
for $250 and saw Washington and San 
Francisco and points in between in 27 
days. 

But a car is part of the mystique. 

Every spring the American Automobile 
Association's local office in Chestnut Hill 
receives thousands of requests for what 
AAA calls ‘US auto tours.” The most 
popular tour runs from Boston to 
Cleveland, through the Midwest to the 
South Dakota badlands and Yellowstone 
National Park, to San Francisco, and then 
down the California coast to Los Angeles. 
The return route hits Las Vegas, the 
Grand Canyon and Albuquerque, cuts 
through the Texas panhandle to 
Oklahoma City, and heads back to 


Cleveland and Boston. It’s a 7311-mile 

drive and AAA estimates that someone 
driving at an average of 50 miles per hour 
can make the continental rounds in 24.5 
days (if he spends six hours a day behind 
the wheel) or 18.5 days (at eight hours a 
day). 

Then there’s the Big Loop, a 9000-mile 
trek for which AAA travel consultants 
recommend six weeks or more. The 
longer route swings much farther north, 
to Glacier National Park and Seattle, and 
farther south to New Orleans. 


Tk Farlows decided on the Big Loop. 
‘We'd seen very little of the US except 
for the Eastern seaboard,”’ Frank says. “I 
just wanted to see the Grand Canyon. I’m 
turned on by natural extremes — heights, 
depths, extreme colors.”’ It crossed his 
mind, too, that both he and Marty were in 
their mid-30s and were less likely with 
each passing year to embark on his 
fantasy trip. 

They left a few weeks after school 
ended (Marty teaches segond grade). 
They packed the camping equipment 
they already owned, including a sturdy 
two-person poplin tent, a lantern and a 
two-burner Coleman stove, and mapped 
a tentative route based largely on visits to 
hospitable acquaintances: a former 
roommate in Cincinnati, a sister’s in-laws 
in Oklahoma City, and the like. 

‘We both agreed that we would camp 
as often as we could for $3 or $4 a night,”’ 
Frank explains. ““And we guessed we 
might put into a hotel or motel once or 
twice a week, either because it was 
raining or because we were really 
smelly.” 

The Farlows soon learned, however, 
that camping facilities are plentiful, and 
better appointed in the West. ‘We didn’t 
realize that there are campsites all over 
the US with showers that are free or cost 
a quarter,” Frank says. Marty adds, 
“There are just thousands and thousands. 
We would go until there was an hour or 
two left in the day, and then begin 
picking out a campsite. There are so 
many, you don’t have to plan in 
advance.” The only places where 
overcrowding made camping difficult 
were the national parks. ‘‘We did not 
spend a single night in a hotel or a 
motel,’’ she notes with pride. 


Fi search for cheap lodging and 
showers is universal among cross- 
country travelers. Laurie Goodwin and 
her BU roommate Mady Havas made the 
trek two years ago in a rented 1975 
Mustang, planning to spend most of their 
nights in youtlv hostels. Finding that 
some of the hostels listed in their guide 
book had closed and that some of the 
ones that hadn't were sleazy, Goodwin 
and Havas bought a $25 tent in Colorado 
and got used to camping on roadsides. 
Sometimes they simply unrolled their 
sleeping bags in the grass. 
Resourcefulness and adaptability were 
the watchwords of the Goodwin-Havas 
expedition. “You learn to wash your hair 
in the strangest places,” says Havas, who 
regularly used restaurant and hotel-lobby 
bathrooms for that purpose. The pair

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THOUGHT FOR FOOD 


All that glitters is not sold 


by Sheryl Julian 


A good cook, I have often 


heard it said, should never bame a 
failure on poor equipment. But 
then a professional uses a certain 
tool for a certain job, and under- 
stands each tool and what it can 
do. In cooking, the first con- 
sideration is pots and pans, and 
how they will cook what you 
have put into them. 

So let’s assume you have no 
cooking equipment at all except 
one of those lightweight alumi- 
num saucepans from the five- 
and-dime which seemed to have a 
rounded bottom from day one. 
Why is it that oil smokes almost 
the instant you pour it into the 
pan, and why does your white 
sauce turn gray? 

Aluminum is one of the best 
conductors of heat, so the bottom 
of an aluminum pan becomes hot 
quickly. (Good conduction is also 
evident when it’s time to take the 
food off the heat — if a pan is 
really sensitive, it should cool 
down as quickly as it heated.) 
Aluminum conducts heat almost 
too well, and has a tendency to get 
too hot which is why the oil 
smokes so quickly. Aluminum 
pans warp when they don’t have 
a steel or aluminum disc sand-

wiched inside the base to prevent 
distortion. 

But aluminum has another an- 
noying characteristic: it reacts to 
water’s alkalinity and to the acids 
in certain foods, so pans made of 
it will darken or pit and can dis- 
color spinach, egg-based sauces 
and wine sauces. These short- 
comings restrict its use consider- 
ably. To reduce discoloring and 
make the metal” stronger, some 
manufacturers alloy it with mag- 
nesium or another metal, but that 
does not solve all the problems. 

Continuing the search for the 
perfect pan, consider cast iron. It 
has been used in cookware since 
we first started recording recipes. 
The main advantage is that it 
heats evenly and holds heat well. 
It has an impressive heft and the 
dull gray of a new pans turns jet 
black and shiny as cooking fats 
soak into its porous surface. But 
this absorbancy unfortunately 
makes cast iron susceptible to 
stain and rust. _ 

That’s where enameled cast 
iron comes in. Besides looking 
good, it cleans well and is imper- 
vious to stains. The enamel, how- 
ever, is nothing more than a thin 
coating of glass (called a vitreous

surface). And cooking with glass 
has disadvantages — food will not 
brown well, the pan should not 
stay over high heat for any length 
of time, and the surface will chip 
or crack. 


.. ability to look good and 
stay clean has probably been 
stainless steel’s best advertise- 
ment. As a conductor of heat, 
however, stainless by itself is de- 
ficient: almost every stainless- 
steel pan has a metal disc sand- 
wiched into its base. It is this disc 
with which you should be most 
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concerned. It can be made from 
aluminum, steel or (if you're 
lucky enough to find it) copper. 
Some pans have two discs for 
extra strength; one manufacturer 
has not bothered to add the outer 
layer of stainless steel, leaving the 
aluminum as the base of the pan, 
which will not affect your cook- 
ing but does mean that the bot- 
tom of the pan won't shine. Don’t 
be fooled by a very thin coating of 
copper, one that is noticeable only 
when the pan hangs on a wall. In 
general, the thicker the base, the 
better the construction. 

While the disc does correct the 
heat conduction somewhat, it 
only affects the bottom of the pan 
and the obvious problems re- 
main. The pan can burn food on 
its non-reinforced walls. Heat 
does not spread well and the thick 
bottom prevents the pan from 
cooling off quickly. 

So where are we? 

Aluminum conducts heat well 
but pits. Cast iron cooks evenly 
but is porous and rusts. Enameled 
iron is gorgeous but won't brown 
food well and can chip. And 
stainless always shines to make 
up for its other, less desirable 
qualities (something like the 
people who are always smiling). 

Have the shortcomings of other 
materials given copper an unde- 
served good reputation? Or can 
the French once again convince us 
that their product is the best 
choice? You need only look at the 
metal, and then lift a pan and feel 
it, to know at once that copper is 
superior. 

Good copper pans have thick 
walls with a tin lining that com- 
pletely covers the inside. There 
are many grades available, and 
unfortunately only a few firms in 
this country either make or im-

port really good tin-lined copper 
pots. These are extremely heavy 
(a one-quart saucepan can weigh 
more than two pounds) and have 
a cast iron or heavy brass handle 
for insulation. The sides are steep 
or even vertical, so the food stays 
in the saucepan even when you're 
whisking madly. 

Copper is soft enough to be 
hammered, giving it a beautiful 
appearance; it is the best con- 
ductor of heat, spreading quickly 
but losing it just as fast when 
necessary, and it cooks evenly. 
The tin coating (which will never 
rust, pit, discolor or chip) may 
bubble under extreme heat if you 
leave the pan empty on a burner. 
It will also wear out in time, at 
which point you should have the 
pan re-tinned at once: the copper 
itself should never come in con- 
tact with food because the result- 
ing chemical reaction can have 
toxic products. But the pan will 
last through as many re-tinnings 
as you have to give it in your 
cooking lifetime. The only disad- 
vantage of these seemingly per- 
fect pans is their price — copper is 
sold by weight. And since heav- 
ier is better, you might as well in- 
vest in emeralds, which will at 
least appreciate. 

My own batterie de ‘cuisine 
does include some heavy ham- 
mered-copper pots for making 
sauces, some institution-sized 
stainless-steel pans (with alumi- 
num or copper discs) for soups 
and vegetables, large aluminum 
and stainless stock pots, 
enameled-iron casseroles in all 
sizes for stews, and cast-iron fry- 
ing, crepe and omelette pans. And

©.. gentleman, returning to his 


table with a third helping, was heard to 
mutter, “I think I’ve died and woken up 
in heaven.” I felt very much alive (al- 

though more and more sedentary as the 
empty oyster shells and lobster claws 

piled up on my butter plate) but, had I ex- 
pired the next moment, the impact of the 
event would have been softened greatly. 

What, you may ask, could prompt 
such eschatological musings and at the 
same time find its way into a restaurant 
column? The new seafood buffet at 
Jonah’s on the Terrace, that’s what. What 
Valium is to the middle class, Solarcaine 
to the sunburned, that’s what this sea- 
food buffet is to piscivores. 

Jonah’s on the Terrace, reviewed in 
these pages several months ago, has a 
generally good, eclectic menu with a 
strong accent on seafood, but the institu- 
tion two weeks ago of.a splendid seafood 
buffet warrants another, less ambiguous 
notice. The price for the buffet is $12 a 
head, including dessert, and it is a bar- 
gain. Everything served is yours in un- 
limited quantities, except for boiled lob- 
ster, which is ostensibly rationed at one 
half to a customer (I have received a sad- 
dening report that the boiled large Gulf 
shrimp may have to be removed from the 
menu for economic reasons). 

The cold dishes on the horseshoe- 
shaped table, which is decorated with ice 
sculpture and cornucopias of fresh vege- 
tables, include freshly opened clams and 
oysters (though not the voluptuous 
Cotuit oysters that some of the finer res- 
taurants in town serve); cold boiled lob- 
ster; shrimp salad; herring fillets in sour 
cream; scallop and mussel salad in a light 
dressing; deviled eggs (although these, I 
must confess, were neither as well-sea- 
soned nor, ‘in every instance, as fresh as 
could be hoped; and salad with a choice 
of dressings. 

The hot dishes on opening night (they 
are subject to some variation and rota- 
tion) included Oysters Rockefeller given 
a pastry-gun shot of a very eggy Hollan- 
daise; Crabmeat Crepes Florentine, filled 


with fresh crabmeat and spinach and 
striped with Hollandaise; a very good 
creamed Finnan Haddie (Jonah’s calls it 
plain ‘‘Finnan Haddie,’’ which is ac- 
tually smoked haddock in the form of a 
fillet); barbecue scallops, a dish that came 
off excellently; breaded bluefish; and 
stuffed sole. For dishes that had to re- 
main on the table for a long time, most 
were surprisingly fresh. Also listed on the 
menu were two soups — crayfish bisque 
and clam chowder — but either I was too 
involved with the other offerings to no- 
tice or I simply overlooked them. 

To resuscitate one’s palate between 
trips to this bonanza, there’s a plenitude 
of fresh fruit, including melon. Desserts 
here will vary weekly; our flan and 
chocolate cake with raspberry filling were 
both adequate. 


l Jonah’s buffet is one of the most 
opulent presentations of seafood I’ve ever 
encountered, the food at the New Name 
Seafood Restaurant in Allston is among 
the most humble. In the last couple of 
years, a number of very functional sea- 
food restaurants, hoping perhaps to capi- 
talize on the clientele developed by insti- 
tutions like Legal Seafood and the No 
Name, have swum into view. I think the 
best that can be said of these places is that 
you can get a piece of fish or-some fried 
clams there and spend nowhere near $12. 

The New Name, the latest entry, has 
the air of something set up overnight. 
The one large room (with a small fish 
market in front) is decorated with nau- 
ticak gimcracks — a scrap of netting here, a 
bouy there. A fountain made from some 
synthetic material occupies the center of 
the floor. The music is too loud, the 
Swedish ivy hanging overhead too plas- 
tic. 

The house salads — lettuce and onions 
mostly — are big but over-salted. The 
chowder smelled bad and contained 
chunks of leathery fish. The bread here 
has the texture of Naugahyde. The french 
fries were fair, the mixed vegetables were 
a collection of peas and celery bits all 
cooked at such length that it was vir- 
tually impossible to distinguish between 
them. 

Now for the fish: the fried oysters 
($3.85) and fried clams ($3.75) were quite 
decent; the plate of broiled salmon 
($3.95) contained one tender tail piece 
and one prohibitively dry center cut; the 
broiled seafood platter ($4.05 — scallops, 
shrimp and fish) was cooked in garlic 
butter but then powdered with enough 
paprika for 10 Hungarian restaurants. 
This erratic quality was repeated in the 
dessert selection — an excellent glutinous 
piece of cheesecake (95 cents) or a 
hideous pre-packaged ice-cream parfait 
(SO cents) of the kind usually referred to 
as an “ice-cream novelty.” e

Cultivating a taste for salad bars

Fa McGow fashioned his salad bar 
carefully and inventively. 

Note first the use of color. McGow, 
manager of a Harvard Square eatery 
called Jake's, discerningly places the or- 
ange carrot-and-raisin salad next to the 
sunny yellow corn salad. The paleness of 
cooked cauliflower contrasts pleasantly 
with the adjacent red cabbage. Note, too, 
the thoughtful garnish of kale. McGow 
tucks sprigs of the leafy green into the ice 
around the stoneware pots that hold the 
vegetables. He likes the effect. ‘It looks 
almost like a garden,” he beams. 

It is no simple thing to design an excit-

ing salad bar, McGow explains. One en- 
counters the limiting regulations of the 
Department of Health, which insists on 
unaesthetic sneeze shields. There are lo- 
gistical problems as well. ‘We set it up so

he notes. “If you have eggplant salad at 
the back, someone's going to come up 

and drip it onto the kidney beans.”’ 
The crocks of dressing, likewise, sit 
toward the front. “And salad dressings 
are a critical point,’’ McGow adds. Jake's 
offers three bottled ones that, by Mc- 
Gow’s admission, are mediocre — “not

A look at local piano bars

T.. numero uno solid-gold heavy- 
weight hit of all time, in piano bar circles, 
is ‘‘My Way.” But ‘‘Feelings’’ is coming 
up fast and seems likely to eclipse “Lara’s 
Theme” from Dr. Zhivago. What will 
happen when ‘Feelings’ collides with 
Englebert Humperdinck’s “After the 
Loving”’ is anyone’s guess; cocktail pian- 
ists are watching the situation closely. 
They are also debating whether it’s worth 
learning the new-Streisand song, ‘’Ever- 
green,” or whether it will fade from pub- 
goers’ minds like most Top Forty tunes. 

In the unique if shrinking world of the 
piano bar, such questions are not trivial. 
Cocktail pianists maintain repertories of 
hundreds of songs and scores. They sing 
and/or play up to six hours a night and 
despite doses of honey and lemon, the 
singers tend to sound like Tallulah Bank- 
head the next morning. There are always 
the occupational hazards: drunks, heck- 
lers and the inescapable boredom of play- 
ing ‘“Misty.” The gravest threat, how- 
ever, is that the lounge will go disco, or 
hire a rock band and further diminish the 
pinao-bar population. It’s worth learn- 
ing a mediocre ballad to keep customers, 
and thus club owners, happy. 

“T think owners feel that jukeboxes are 
cheaper,” one hotel pianist explained. 
‘The piano bar has become almost obso- 
lete. There are only a handful compared 
to 20 or 30 years ago. Because it’s 
young people who go out to these places. 
The old Steinway style just doesn’t ap- 
peal to that market.” 

But several piano bars still flourish in 
Boston and environs, their styles varying 
from swank to dingy. 


Bobby Weatherbee, artist-in-residence 
upstairs at J.C. Hillary's (798 Boylston 
Street in Boston), is noted for a repertory 
of particular magnitude and sophistica- 
tion. Described by one habitue as ‘a poor 
man’s Bobby Short,’’ Weatherbee claims 
to know the lyrics and music to 2000 
songs and produces them upon request 
on a spotlit Baldwin baby grand. 

Weatherbee played the same room 
when it was a flocked-wallpaper lair 
called Boraschi’s. With the change of 
name, decor and clientele in 1975, he 
feared that his medleys of tunes by Cole 
Porter, Gerschwin, and Rogers and Hart 
might no longer suffice. “I panicked, I 
was upset,” he says. “I said to myself,

‘Back to my analyst.’ ” 

Weatherbee has found, however, that 
the under-30 set is as fond of Broadway 
hits and ‘‘It’s Delightful, It’s De-Lovely” 
as was the Boraschi bunch. But the new 
listeners also, unfortunately, continue the 
demand for ““My Way.” ‘Somehow 
people in bars identify with it,’’ Weather- 
bee says through clenched teeth. ‘I don’t 
know why.” (Weatherbee performs 
Tuesday through Saturday from 8:30 
p-m. to 1:30 a.m.)

For musical intelligence and wit the 
best bet is the elegant Parker's Bar in the 
Parker House, where the two tuxedoed 
pianists happen to be graduates of the 
New England Conservatory and patrons 
are likely to ask for Chopin. 

David Crohan and Bob Farrell (who re- 
places Crohan on Sundays) are musi- 
cians, not singers. Either is perfectly able 
to crank out straight Henry Mancini, but 
both delight in droll improvisation. 

“I don’t want to become human Mu- 
zak,” Farrell explains. “I try to do each 
tune with a sense of art.’’

occasionally slept in the car in 
Ramada Inn parking lots, or 
spread their sleeping bags on pic- 
nic tables at rest stops. Mingling 
with other students, they took 
showers at Antioch and spent a 
night in a dormitory lounge at the 
University of California at Santa 
Cruz. Youth (each had just fin- 
ished one year at BU) and the ex- 
citement of the trip made the 
question of accommodations trif- 
ling. ‘‘We were so psyched we 
just didn’t sleep much,” Good- 
win admits. 

The biggest disappointment, 
for people too young to have been 
hippies, was arriving in San Fran- 
cisco to find no trace of the Sum- 
mer of Love they'd read about.

Goodwin kept a daily log of 
their 10-week, 15,000-mile trip 
and estimates that they each spent 
$1000 — half of it on gas and car 
rental. It was a justifiable ex- 
pense, Goodwin thinks. ‘‘We 
didn’t have to make a bus or a 
train at a certain time. We had 
that freedom because we had the

B.. Bellman and Carole Os- 
terer had the greatest freedom — 
spare time. He left a software-de- 
sign job with the Computer Cor- 
poration of America, she took a 
leave from WGBH, and they put 
their belongings in storage and 
took off for nine months’ ex- 
ploration in a VW bus that Bell- 
man had fitted with bunks and 
storage space. They followed the 
weather, heading north when 
they left last June, then rambling 
through the Southwest and South 
as winter began, with ample time 
to-leave their bus deep in a Na- 
tional Forest while they back- 
packed, or to spend weeks with 
friends and family. They ob- 
served Thanksgiving in Ash- 
land, Oregon, watched the elec- 
tion returns in a bar in Yosemite, 
celebrated the New Year with a 
bottle of tequila while camped in 
Death Valley. When they re- 
turned to Boston last month, 
tanned after several weeks in the 
Florida Keys, they had traveled 
22,000 miles and spent about $20 
a day. 

“Basically, I wanted to see the 
country, and felt the only good 
way to do it was to take a lot of 
time,” Osterer says. ‘And I wan- 
ted the experience of living out of 
doors, out of the city.” Bellman 
wanted to try not working for a 
while, and found to his chagrin 
that he loved it. “We thought 
we'd get bored, but we didn’t,” he 
says. ‘Well, one day we were 
bored, and we thought of how 
many days we were bored at 
work.” 

The Bellman-Osterer vehicle, 
like-those of other travelers we 
talked to, rose to the challenge 
and performed reasonably well. 
“The starter crapped out in Col- 
orado, and I kept having to get 
out and crawl underneath to hit it 
with a hammer,” Bellman _ re- 
ports. But the VW was swiftly 
fixed by a dealer in Price, Utah, 
and ran well for the rest of the 
trip with Bellntan’s occasional 
ministrations. Havas and Good- 
win’s Mustang suffered only one 
flat tire (outside Kansas City) and 
one dry gas tank (at the entrance 
to Yosemite). -The Farlows’ 
Volkswagen did require a valve 
job upon reaching California, but 
Frank Farlow was able to do the 
work himself for less than $100.

took drawing materials and a re- 
corder to pass the time, did a lot 
of photography and identified the 
birds and trees around them. Nick 
Belcastro and his high school 
friends from Weymouth lined the 
back of a 1966 GMC van with 
mattresses and headed west sev- 
eral years ago with a motley 
group of hitchhikers and han- 
gers-on, including an AWOL sailor 
from New York. Fueled with 
two cases of beer per day and 
quantities of dope, they were 
Maced at a bar in Montana and 
arrested (two of them) for hitch- 
hiking; they blew most of their 
money early and traveled home 
with nothing to eat for the last 
few days except cans of soup 
warmed on the van’s manifold. 
What varies little in cross- 
country travel is the response. It 
is still, Interstates and all, an awe- 
some adventure. ‘‘It really was a 
grand feeling,’’ exults Gene Nor- 
ton. All the “sights” that Bell- 
man expected to fall short of his 
expectations, like the Grand Can- 
yon and Big Sur, exceeded them. 
‘‘My head cleared out,’’ says 
Marty Farlow. “I just became 
more confident as a woman and 
as a person, about what I had 
done and what I could probably 
do next time.’’ And Mady Havas 
calls it ‘a very growing-up ex- 
perience. I learned I could live on 
my own. I’d been to camp before 
but this was different. It’s like a 
movie in your head; it stays with 
you. I still don’t believe that I did 
it, that we saw the Pacific Ocean. 
Whew.” 


Some 

tips from |

i transcontinental travelers 
interviewed for this story contrib- 
uted the following recommenda- 
tions. : 


On camping and supplies: 

Take winter clothing and warm 
sleeping bags, even in midsum- 
mer, if you are planning to take 
the northern route through the 
Cascades. ‘‘We were freezing our 
asses off,” recalls Frank Farlow, 
‘bundling up in sweaters even in 
San Francisco.” And Glacier Nat- 
ional Park was too cold and win- 
dy for hiking the day the Far- 
lows arrived. 

Franchised KOA camp- 
grounds are the Holiday Inns of 
camping: relatively expensive, 
usually crowded, but clean and 
equipped with pools, showers and 
laundry facilities. ‘No scenic 
value at all, a parking lot,” com- 
ments Bob Bellman, “but they’re 
good for hygiene day.” 

Bellman and Osterer found 
Chinese food highly adaptable to 
Coleman-stove cookery. Vege- 
tables are universally available, 
and the dishes cook quickly with- 
out use of an oven and thus re- 
quire little gas. 


On maps and guides: 

The Rand McNally Camp- 
ground and Trailer Parks guide, 
published in two volumes (for 
eastern and western states), is 
universally praised. Goodwin and 
Havas used the Rand McNally 
Road Atlas as well. 

Even if you never néed the 
AAA's emergency towing ser- 
vice, it’s maps and tour guides are 
worth the $24 membership fee. 
Marty Farlow particularly ap- 
preciated the map called ‘Indian 
Country,” a must for those in- 








terested in visiting reservations 
and festivals. 

Don’t skip the orientation 
buildings and visitor centers in 
the National Parks. “The maps 
they give you have tons of in- 
formation and none of it costs a 
penny,” Marty Farlow points out. 
Besides, she likes the exhibits. 

For students, the Harvard Stu- 
dent Agency's Let’s Go — USA 
and Where to Stay — USA are 
helpful. 


On places to visit: 

The Farlows suggest stopping 
in Custer State Park in South Da- 
kota near the Wyoming border: 
there are limestone caves, ex- 
panses of prairie, and herds of 
prong-horn antelope and buf- 
falo. " 

They also recommend the 
northern rim of the Grand Can- 
yon — cool temperatures, pon- 
derosa pine and alpine meadows, 
and far fewer people than the 
more accessible southern rim. 

Nick Belcastro and friends ad- 
vise driving through Kansas at 
night. “The scenery is just as 
good.”

Uncompahgre National Forest 
in the San Juan Mountains of 
Colorado was uncrowded even in 
the midst of the Bicentennial 
summer. Bellman and Osterer 
drove down a dirt road into the 
woods, where a campsite con- 
sisted of a clearing near a brook, 
plus latrine, and saw scarcely a 
soul for 10 days. 


“Idaho is great,” says Osterer. 
‘'There’s nobody in Idaho.” She 
and Bellman camped along the 
Salmon River in Salmon Moun- 
tain National Forest for two 
weeks and explored the miles of 
black volcanic rock at Craters of 
the Moon National Monument. 
“It's very ugly but it has its 
charm,” Osterer says. 

The Wall Drug Co. of Wall, 
South Dakota, advertises itself 
vigorously on billboards for 150 
miles in all directions. Wall of- 
fers free ice water, nickel (subject 
to price increases) coffee and 
mechanical bluegrass bands. It's 
fun, Goodwin and Havas report, 
and the billboards can drive you 
crazy if you don’t stop.

On interpersonal relationships: 

‘‘We had more discomfort with 
each other than with the Bug,”’ 
comments Marty Farlow. “A VW 
is a small place to spend all your 
time with another person.”

made the Cambridge-to-Berkeley 
trek last winter, learned from a 
sympathetic mechanic in 
Pennsylvania that truck-stop gas 
pumps can contain watered gas. 
This lesson, however, came after 
Dennison’s station wagon had 
cruised to a stop along I-80 with a 
frozen fuel pump. ‘The moral of 
the story is, get dry gas,’ Den- 
ison warns. ‘‘ You put it in once or 
twice; it’s cheap.” Much cheaper 
than the $100 Denison paid for 
towing. 

The Farlows found summer 
driving much more comfortable 
on mesh seat pads like those used 
by truckers to allow air to circu- 
late around backs and legs. 

High-altitude driving will 
cause a car to lose power; resi- 
dents of Denver, for example, ad- 
just their carburators for a high- 
er proportion of air in the fuel-air 
mixture. But drivers who are only 
passing through the mountains, 
or who will spend only a few 
weeks there, should not need to 
adjust their cars. 


And in general: 

American Youth Hostels sup- 
posedly accommodate only cyc- 
lists and hikers but in practice do 






















not seem to balk at accepting 
drivers. AYH membership costs 
$5 for those under 18, $11 for 
those over 18, or $12 per family, 
and includes the US Hostel 
Guide. The average charge at the 
175 American youth hostels is $2 
per night. 

A Golden Eagle Pass ($10) ad- 
mits a carload of people to any 
number of national parks for a 
year. It’s for sale at national 
parks, including the Longfellow 
Historical Site in Cambridge and 
at the National Park Service's re- 
gional office at 150 Causeway 
Street in Boiston. 

Finally, look for an excellent 
paperback (publication date June 
30) called Roadfood. Authors 
Jane and Michael Stern, who 
crisscrossed the country for three 
years researching a book on 
truckers, have compiled a state- 
by-state guide to diners, truck- 
stops, barbeque pits and other in- 
expensive alternatives to the gol- 
den arches — all of them within 
10 miles of a major highway. The 
Sterns are lively writers with an 
appreciation of catfish fries and 
chili parlors, and the book is 
worth $2.95 even if you're stay- 
ing home this summer. — P.S.

bad, just average.’’ It is with im- 
mense pride, however, that 
he ladles up samples of Jake's 
own cheddar cheese dressing, and 
a house dressing made from egg 
yolks, oil, oregano and other 
spices. “‘It would be an injustice 
merely to call it Creamy Italian,”’ 
McGow says with dignity. 

Salad bars, like most fads in the 
restaurant trade, originated in 
California; they spread east sev- 
eral years ago. Their novelty has 
faded since then, of course. Be- 
fore long the salad bar may be- 
come as dread a culinary cliche as 
a surf-’n’-turf dinner. For the mo- 
ment, however, some places still 
present salad bars with style. All 
of the following fit the basic all- 
you-can-eat criterion, and yet are 
distinctive in some way. 

The salad bar at Jake’s (22 
Boylston St., Cambridge) is a 
model of the genre, innovative as 
well as comprehensive. Twenty- 
three of the 30 items will appear 
on a given day — including, bliss- 
fully, escarole, romaine or spin- 
ach to supplement the customary 
iceberg lettuce. Among other not- 
able components are an eggplant 
salad, fresh mushrooms, shred- 
ded provolone, a mixture of zuc- 
chini and avocado, and a selec- 
tion of garnishes like poppy, ses- 
ame and celery seeds. All this is 
free with dinner, $1.50 with 
lunch; as a main course, it’s $2.75 
at lunch, $3.25 at dinner. 


A... Boylston Street at 


Grendel’s Den, owners Sue and 
Herbie Kuelzer deserve points for 
integrity in salad-bar design. The 
Kuelzers have resisted industry 
and consumer pressure on behalf 
of croutons and phony bacon 
bits. Commercially prepared 
croutons horrify them, but home- 
made ones are too expensive un- 
less the cook happens to be pre- 
paring them for some other dish. 
Likewise, frying, draining and 
crumbling bacon into bits takes 
hours, and Sue Kuelzer refuses to 
succomb to soybean-based Bac- 
O’s. Since it cannot offer quality

bacon or croutons regularly, 
Grendel's will not serve them at 
all. The salad bar does offer 
chopped eggs, sweet gherkins and 
grated Swiss cheese along with 
other tossed-salad ingredients, 
homemade dressings and such 
compounds as macaroni, potato, 
three-bean and chickpea salads, 
all for $1 with a meal, $2.75 sep- 
arately. 

Salad Days on Charles Street in 
Boston is notable for creativity in 
dressings. The salad itself looks 
crisp but conventional. All seven 
dressings, however, are mixed in- 
house. A honey-lemon topping 
with cream and celery seed and a 
tahini preparation are particu- 
larly original. In spring the selec- 
tion includes something called 
sweet mint dressing. The all-day 
salad price is $1.75 — less in com- 
bination with the soups, ragouts 
or chili on the menu. 


oF and caterer Rebecca 


Caras produces the finest ex- 
amples of mixed (as opposed to 
tossed) salads, all well-dressed 
and artfully combined. Chicken 
salad with grapes is one of the 
biggest sellers, along with a 
shrimp-rice-vegetable salad with 
curry mayonnaise, asparagus in 
vinaigrette, and an abundance of 
marinated vegetables. Common- 
place potato salad here takes two 
imaginative forms: one with 
watercress, olives and cheese, the 
other with chunks of kielbasa. 
Over a dozen kinds of salad are 
served daily in the two Rebec- 
ca’s. They cost $3.75 for your 
choice of six at her small, can- 
opied store at 344 Huron Avenue 
in Cambridge, $3 for any five at 
her walk-up concession in Quin- 
cy Market. 

The distinction of producing 
the area’s longest salad bar, as far 
as can be determined, belongs to 
JB’s Steak House in Newton: 28 
feet from end to end, the hostess 
swears. li has some of the lowest 
prices, too — 99 cents for lunch, 
$1.75 for dinner, or free salad 
with any order. Along with the 
standard raw vegetables and let- 
tuce, there are always six cold 
mixed salads (cabbage, potato,

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macaroni and the like) and six hot 
dishes like sauteed eggplant, rav- 
ioli or egg roll, plus a few light 
desserts of the Jello/pudding ilk. 
J.B.’s is at 418 Watertown Street, 
in Newton's Silver Lake section. 

The Wayland House on Route 
20 in Wayland provides a par- 
ticularly apt example of an enor- 
meus salad bar used to lure din- 
ers into an otherwise boring res- 
taurant. The salad bar itself lacks 
pizzazz but it is vast and in- 
cludes a large bowl of shrimp (the 
small, inexpensive kind) and red 
sauce. It’s served at dinner only, 
comes free with an entree, or 
$3.85 alone. 

Finally, a Chinese salad bar — 
rather a misnomer for Joyce 
Chen's Monday-night vegetar- 
ian buffet, equating yu hsiang 
eggplant or kan shao green beans 
with something as prosaic as cole- 
slaw. ‘Still, the selection (at 390 
Rindge Ave. in Cambridge) fits 
the definition — an array of pea- 
pods, carrots, bamboo shoots, 
black mushrooms, bean curd and 
so on, served hot with a variety of 
sauces. There are eight dishes in 
all, and no limits on consump- 
tion. The prices are $4.75 for 
adults, $3 for kids eight to 11, $2 
for those younger. ®

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Why is Fassbinder ‘the most hated man

44 I 

am the most hated man in 
Germany,” Rainer Werner Fassbinder 
exclaimed to me in New York three weeks 
ago. 

In this country we do not take artists 
seriously enough to hate them. Instead 
we ignore them, and Fassbinder has had a 
very rough time gaining a commerical 


foothold here. But now may finally be the 


time of his time. To the sound of drums 
and trumpets in the New York press, the 
New Yorker Theatre has successfully 
launched a lengthy Fassbinder festival of 
premieres and revivals (12 films in all), 
and the entire package, mixed in with 
films by other directors, will play 
intermittently at the Orson Welles and 
Back Bay Screening Room from now 
until summer. The splendid and utterly 
characteristic Mother Kusters Goes to 
Heaven, starring Brigitte Mira, recently 
opened the festival at the Welles. 

Of course 12 films are only a sample of 
Fassbinder’s output. He frequently works 
in television and theater as well, and 
having completed roughly 30 features (if 
you include films made for television) in 
just eight years, the 31-year-old West 
German director, writer and actor has 
exhausted critics with his manic, almost 
insolent productivity and stylistic 
promiscuity. He has also left normally 
attentive moviegoers feeling slightly out 
of it, if not intimidated. ‘For God's sake,

tell me the name of the single best one 
and I'll see the damn thing,” an 
exasperated friend recently said. But 
there is no “best” film by Fassbinder. He 
is not a masterpiece director but a 
workshop director. To get into his work 
you have to affirm your belief in 
moviegoing as a continuous activity, not 
as a search for ultimate experiences. You 
have to rediscover the pleasures of 
watching a limited number of themes 
stated, elaborated and varied. You have to 
be willing to accept films that are 
streamlined into powerfully didactic 
fables rather than fully fleshed out as 
psychological, ‘‘realistic’’ dramas. You 
have to appreciate the wit of a director's 
ending a movie abruptly because he’s 
become bored and turned his attention to 
his next project. You have to learn to 
love, or at least find interesting, 
Fassbinder’s morbid Teutonic 
pessimism, his scandalous bluntness, his 
kinky, cold-water eroticism, his sado- 
masochistic view of all human 
relationships, his unstable, frequently 
puzzling mixture of high-camp 
aestheticism, intentional banality, 
Brechtian didacticism and liberal 
earnestness. But once you're in, you're in. 
You may not like his view of life (I 
certainly find it a little sour), but at least it 
is a view, coherent as a whole even when

Ophuls retries Nuremberg 
in the light of history

M..... Ophuls’s The Sorrow and 


the Pity (1971), widely considered one of 
the greatest documentaries ever made, 
struggled heroically to answer perhaps 
the century's most heart-rending: ques- 
tion: why, in times of stress — in this case 
the German occupation of Frarice — do so 
few people act honorably? With great 
compassion and not a trace of self-right- 
eousness, Ophuls sought to understand 
the acquiescence that makes totalitarian- 
ism possible. In The Memory of Justice, 
completed last fall after two years of 
work and a year of litigation (Ophuls 
waged a long, successful struggle to re- 
tain control of the film in its full, four- 
hour-and-38-minute form), Ophuls has 
taken his inquiry a step further. The film 
centers on the 1946 Nuremberg Trials, 
and the fate of the principles laid down at 
Nuremberg in such places as Algeria and 
Vietnam — especially Vietnam. Here 
Ophuls asks: how is it possible to judge a 
nation’s or an individual’s conduct? Is a 
victorious nation’s judgment of a de- 
feated one necessarily hypocritical? In 
particular, has America’s participation in 
the Nuremberg Trials been rendered 
meaningless by the cruelty of its behav- 
ior in Vietnam? 

Drawing heavily on the footage from 
the trials (from which Goering emerges as 
a brilliantly saturnine and nihilistic intel- 
ligence), he creates the framework for a 
superb set of interviews, encounters and 
moments of reflection. Again Ophuls has 
created a complex mixture of cul- 
tural/political history, again a film that is 
rich in personal glory, degradation, wit, 
madness and generosity. 

The film is a passionate dialogue be- 
tween the instinct of moral accusation 
and the sentiment of forbearance. Oph- 
uls begins by investigating how the Na- 
zis themselves have reacted to judgment. 
By and large, their implacable self-es- 
teem has led them to reject it or to deflect 
it into a corner. Eighty-two-year-old Ad- 
miral Karl Doenitz, the genius of U-boat 
warfare and Hitler’s appointed succes- 
sor, shakes his wattles and insists in a 
high, tremulous voice that the Navy nev- 
er discriminated against Jews (as if that 
were the issue); Professor Dr. Rose, a 
gray, withdrawn man who arranged sup- 
plies for ‘‘medical experiments” at Dach- 
au, blandly assures Ophuls that his work 
was humanitarian in purpose; and so on. 
There’s a prevailing inability to make 
simple connections, a defense mechan- 
ism that protects people from moral 
doubt. Only Albert Speer accedes to the 
judgment passed on him, and he, in the 
totality and ease of his self-reproach, is 
beginning to sound glib (to my ears, any- 
way — other people find him convinc- 
ing). Rejecting Andy Warhol's favorable 
opinion of his architectural designs for 
Hitler, he remarks, ‘Long before the Jews 
were murdered, it was all expressed in my 
buildings.’’ Speer’s dry remorse, so ele- 
gantly self-contained, becomes eerie, dis- 
connected, and my own moral bloodlust 
wasn’t satisfied until Ophuls asks whe- 
ther a speech Speer made late in the war 
had not resulted in some “lazy” foreign 
workers’ being sent to concentration 
camps. Speer admits it did. 

Why does Ophuls bother with these 
tired old war criminals? Well, they re- 
main fascinating, particularly when seen 
out of uniform, stripped of their exotic- 
erotic glamor. However satisfying emo- 
tionally, Ophuls seems to be saying, it is 
no longer intellectually defensible to re- 
gard Nazism as the unique definition of 


evil. Nazism was an experience inside the 
human condition, not some supernatural 
outbreak of demonic behavior. Without 
excusing Nazism in any way, he has 
made it less fantastic and abstract, and 
therefore more comprehensible. 

In a gesture of profound simplicity and 
wisdom, he implicates himself — a Jew 
from an anti-Nazi family — in the historical 
process he’s judging. We see a group of 
undergraduates at Princeton (where Oph- 
uls was teaching in 1974) gathered 
around his editing table, talking to his 
German wife, Regine. A student asks if 
she knew anyone in the Hitler Youth. ‘I 
was in the Hitler Youth,” she replies, and 
describes the pressures on families that 
did not join. And elsewhere we learn that 
Ophuls’s father-in-law was an officer in 
the Wehrmacht. This feeling of a film- 
maker within history, vulnerable, is the 
very opposite of the superior attitude of 
Peter Davis and the other people who 
worked on the cheaply accusatory Hearts 
and Minds. 

Clearly, Ophuls wants to demystify 
the German people, something that 
hasn't been done yet in American -mo- 
vies, where Germans are almost invar- 
iably portrayed as monstrous or comical. 
A group of men and women in their late 
40s, teenagers during the war, are photo- 
graphed in a nude sauna bath, trying to 
shed their inhibitions and evasions along 
with their clothes as they talk about their 
ambivalent relations with Germany’s re- 
maining Jews. How long, precisely, 
should the sins of the fathers be visited 
on the sons? In another scene, college stu- 
dents of today debate whether they have 
the continued obligation to pay repara- 
tions to war victims. 


Ace: examining the judged, Ophuls, 
who is nothing if not dialectical, turns his 
eyes on the judges, searching out traces of 
hypocrisy. Yes, the Allies also com- 
mitted war crimes. Wing Commander 
James Rose, former head of RAF intelli- 
gence, recalls his tragic inability to con- 
vince the British high command that 
Dresden should not be bombed. An ex- 
cruciating March of Time newsreel, con- 
gratulating the Gls for buying the com- 
pany of German frauleins with only a 
chocolate bar, serves to point up Amer- 
ican post-war arrogance. And there's 
more of that familiar, frightening failure 
to connect one area of experience with 
another. Lord Hartley Shawcross, the 
suave upper-class British prosecutor at 
Nuremberg, sits in front of his fire in 
1973 and calmly advocates civilian bomb- 
ing as a measure to make wars shorter and 
less likely; the French prosecutor, Edgar 
Faure, fudges the question of torture in 
Algeria. 

Just when we are despairing of the 
whole notion of judgment, Ophuls brings 
in Telford Taylor, General of the Army 
(retired), now professor of law at Colum- 
bia. Taylor, who was chief US counsel at 
Nuremberg, asserts that you must “im- 
pose principles” even if you fear that you 
might in the future give way to evil your- 
self. In the substantial concluding sec- 
tion of the film, which examines Amer- 
ica’s descent into evil in Vietnam, Tay- 
lor’s distinction between planned geno- 
cide (Auschwitz) and sadism under pres- 
sure (My Lai) prevails over Daniel Ells- 
berg’s simple-minded assertion that the 
Nazi high command was no worse than 
the American leadership in Vietnam. 
Ophuls, we feel, would continue to sup- 
port such distinctions even at the edge of 
the grave. For if human history is seen as 
complete filth — one period and episode 
as utterly vile as the next, from the Cru- 
sades to Vietnam — then there is no de-

fense against total cynicism, and no par- 
ticular reason to resist totalitarianism. 
Ophuls’s attempt to view our recent his- 
tory with some measure of lucidity is it- 
self a stand against despair. 

The movie is exhaustingly long and 
complicated, the argument tortuous and 
digressive, but I don’t think there’s any 
real difficulty in making out what Oph- 
uls was trying to say. Or so I had thought 
(I first saw the movie two years ago). 
Most of the critical reception has been 

+favorable, and much of it perceptive, but 
a few people, out of either laziness or un- 
willingness to give up certain moral pre- 
judices, have been unable to see what is 
there plainly to be seen. Andrew Sarris 
said the film was an argument for “‘paci- 
fism,’’ which is silly. Pauline Kael, in an 
astonishingly obtuse review refused to 
see the point of many of Ophuls’s most 
interesting digressions (to me, their rele- 
vance is usually quite clear) and accused 
Ophuls of “‘losing his subject.’’ It is Kael 
who has lost the subject. Most damaging 
and misleading of all, Harold Rosenberg, 
in the New York Review of Books, ac- 
cused Ophuls of letting the Nazis off the 
hook: ‘The impossibility of ideal justice 
under the law seems to have lured Oph- 
uls into a near-nihilistic bog in which no 
one is guilty because all are guilty and 
there is no one who is morally qualified to 
judge.”’ This is sheer nonsense. The pre- 
cise point of the film is that you do have 
the right to judge, that Nuremberg was 
not a hypocritical exercise even though it 
was victors’ justice. By airing all possible 
doubts, Ophuls has renewed the old civil 
and moral imperatives with ever greater 
force. 


Can’t buy a thrill

B.... Sunday, the new John Frank- 
enheimer/Robert Evans film about ter- 
rorists who harness the Goodyear blimp 
to massacre the Super Bowl crowd, is 
good enough to make you wonder what 
its impact might have been five years ago. 
For now it’s simply one of the best of a 
very tired breed: the disaster thriller. And 
one can’t help wondering if (hoping?) 
that genre’s popularity has begun to slip. 
When I broached this point recently over 
lunch with director Frankenheimer, he 
grew testy. ‘It’s not Two Minute Warn- 
ing,’ he retorted, referring to last No- 
vember’s disaster-in-a-football-stadium 
opus. He insisted that Black Sunday is an 
important departure from your run-of- 
the-mill disaster picture — after all, it fo- 
cuses on the terrorists and their oppon- 
ents rather than on the victims. The 
trouble is its cat-and-mouse style is no 
different from that of innumerable cop 
shows and secret-agent movies. Nor, for 
that matter, is anything else in Black Sun- 
day. 

Nevertheless, when it was shown to 
700 movie exhibitors last September the 
picture raised such a gleeful ruckus that it 

















almost singlehandedly (with the help of 
his last film, French Connection II) re-, 
juvenated Frankenheimer’s nearly mori- 
bund career. He was immediately signed 
to the first exclusive contract Paramount 
Pictures has inked with a director in over 
20 years, but before fulfilling that he'll 
tackle Dino De Laurentiis’s Brinks, a big- 
budget heist-movie. Could 700 movie ex- 
hibitors be wrong? Perhaps not. Black 
Sunday has everything going for it: ter- 
rorists (more voguish than ever since the 
Hanafi raid on Washington), football, ar- 
cane technological gimmickry, John 
(Jaws) Williams's pulsating, infectious 
score, and a huge publicity campaign 
with a best-seller backing it up. Still, I'll 
bet no one walks out of Black Sunday 
feeling enriched, stimulated or even, as I 
felt after Jaws, drained but awed. 

What's missing? Certainly not sus- 
pense. Black Sunday boasts a taut finale 
in which the audience gets its disaster and 
its interception, too. After all, everyone 
wants to see the blimp crash into the sta- 
dium; yet we also demand that the ter- 
rorists be thwarted and that the Presi- 
dent of the United States (a cross be- 
tween Jimmy Carter and Alfred E. New- 
man), who happens to be in attendance, 
be saved. Even better than the climax is a 
marvelously orchestrated sequence in 
which the FBI guns down the terrorist 
mastermind Fasil in a bloody chase 
through tourist-choked Miami. As 
played by Behkim Fehmiu, Fasil is a stag- 
geringly formidable baddie, and pitted 
against him in this scene is the equally 
formidable Major Kabakov, played grim- 
ly by Robert Shaw. The filmmakers 
know that between these two we don’t 
really care who wins or loses. We're 
grateful for the mayhem, for the spec- 
tacle of a battle of the titans. 

Getting us to cheer for both teams is 
at the heart of the filmmakers’ strategy; 
that way we'll follow the movie where- 
ver it leads us. You can feel the calcula- 
tion behind the efforts to set up a tense 
pas de deux between Shaw and Marthe 
Keller, as glamorous a fanatic as any 
James Bond movie ever served up. The 
film toys with Shaw and Keller, dangling 
in front of us the possibility of their 
meeting and then whisking it away to 
tamtalize us later. Characters are little, 
more*than pawns in this game of aud- 
ience manipulation. 

What with Frankenheimer’s assured 
direction (carefully emphatic lighting, 
shock zooms and intimate hand-held 
camerawork), Black Sunday might have 
succeeded solely on the basis of its sus- 
pense and this tease with Shaw and Kel- 
ler. But Frankenheimer is too committed 
to the notion of “strong characters,’’ 
however hollow, to leave well enough 
alone, and in developing his charac- 
terizations a little he manages only to 
whet our appetite for more. At the center 
of the film is a psychotic but ‘‘gifted’”’ ex- 
POW, totally in Keller’s thrall, who pil- 
ots the blimp and provides the technical 
expertise to get her scheme off the 
ground. Against the advice of studio 
muckamucks who pumped for Mike 
Nichols, Sidney Poitier or even Joe Nam- 
ath (!), Frankenheimer and Evans cast the 
role perfectly — with Bruce Dern. In a 
long string of box-office fizzles, Dern has 
developed a peculiarly American port- 
manteau of the back-slapping gladhand- 
er and the tortured loser. In several bug- 
eyed mad scenes and a quivering en- 
counter with a POW rehabilitation of- 
ficer (the movie’s most moving se- 
quence), Dern’s quirky portrayal repeat- 
edly takes us by surprise. Spooky and 
vivid, it forces us to realize how one-di- 
mensional the rest of the characters are. 
We want to know what Keller, whom 
Dern adores, really feels for him. We 
want to know what's behind this seem- 
ingly sane, beautiful woman’s uncon- 
vincingly suicidal devotion to her cause — 
and an Egyptian general's lame dramatic 
reading of her dossier is too little too late. 
Keller remains a comic-book super- 
woman and Shaw, who has a terrible time 
holding on to his Israeli accent, fares lit- 
tle better. Although granted a few hu- 
manizing scenes in which he’s allowed a 
bit of sentiment and some concern about 
going soft, he seems far more comfort- 
able gritting his teeth, popping his eyes 
malevolently and stuffing his gun barrel 
down some wrongdoer’s mouth. 

In the end, Black Sunday's half-hear- 
ted honorable intentions do it more harm 
than good. It remains, undeniably, a sus-

The Proposition plays 
Tarot card pick-up

a van Itallie’s A Fable bor- 
rows some of its archetypal characters 
from the Tarot pack, but this cryptic 
theaterpiece is concerned less with for- 
tune-telling than with the relation of Tar- 
ot symbols to the subconscious. Imag- 
inatively staged by Allan Albert and aug- 
mented by Richard Peaslee’s dissonant 
yet seductive score, it plays at the Pro- 
position like a cross between Aesop and 
Fellini. Dreamlike and episodic — a 
bleated “And then” is both leit motif and 
coda — the play takes the form of a fairy- 
tale quest. The mission is to root out and 
destroy Evil where it lurks, in the shad- 
owy heart of Man, and thus to make pos- 
sible a return to the Golden Time, of 
which the reviews are mixed. The adven- 
turer here is no clanking knight errant 
but a sort of female Huck Finn in a hap- 
py coat, dubbed the Journeyer. She hails 
from the Village Of The People Who Fish 
In The Lake — or did until the lake dried 
up, signifying the presence in their midst 
of a powerful-thirsty malignancy. The 
young fisherwoman wafts through a ser- 
ies of symbolic encounters suggested by 
the Tarot (and some pretty opaque van 
Itallie dialogue) seeking an omnipresent 
but corporeal beast. She discovers in- 
stead a moribund world stinking with 
temptations but devoid of solutions. 

Like van Itallie’s The Serpent, which it 
resembles in both the density of its text 
and its preoccupation with history and 
totem, A Fable was developed in con- 
junction with Joe Chaikin and the Open 
Theatre, which after the avant-garde fer- 
vor of the ‘60s went the way of the Vil- 
lage Of The People Who Fish In The 
Lake. But whereas The Serpent, based on 
Genesis and subtitled ““A Ceremony,” 
was ritualistic in style, A Fable is 
brighter, more frenetic, exotic. The make- 
up and movement are Orientally in- 
spired and the costumes suggest tattoos. 
One actress has a school of ornate-look- 
ing fish swimming across her midriff. 


The didactic quality of Richard Peas- 
lee’s strident music — as intrinsic to A 
Fable as its hypothetical ‘beast’ — is 
reminiscent of his Marat/Sade songs, but 
with an Eastern jangle. And the “cute” 
Story Theater aspect of A Fable is fur- 
ther countered by the Brechtian per- 
formances of Proposition regulars Olga 
Groneveldt, Timothy Hall, Jackson Mc- 
Lean, Deborah Reagan, Heather Rey- 
nolds and Bruce Snyder. Usually so per- 
ky, the Proposition actors inhabit here a 
twilight zone somewhere between whim- 
sy and trance. The performances seem 
deliberately sinister and remote, suggest- 
ing both the detachment of the Eastern 
actor and the fogbound quality of dream. 

Jean-Claude van Itallie’s ‘‘texts’’ are 
not so much plays in the traditional sense 
as metaphoric constructs. Robert Brus- 
tein has called his weighty scribblings 
“interior poetry,” and visual imagery is 
very much a part of his verse. Without 
the condiments of staging and music, his 
writing is hard to swallow, full of such 
indigestible utterances as “In the middle 
of the night there is screaming but no 
house.” Fortunately, all of the sensorial 
possibilities of van Itallie’s fantasy are ex- 
ploited by the Proposition. Director Al- 
lan Albert is attracted to broadly etched 
“concepts” and can usually parlay them 
into effective theater. (Corral and The 
Whale Show, both successful, were 
pieced together from Tales From the 
Chuckwagon and ship’s logs, respective- 
ly.) And in this case Albert and the Prop- 
osition have explored the van Ital- 
lie/Peaslee piece improvisationally, ad- 
ding several scenes devoid of dialogue 
and shaping A Fable into a sensual 
though ominous parable. 


a sae: the entire enterprise 
seems double-edged: the notion of a 
‘fable’’ is childishly simple but its devel- 
opment here is as unsettling as fanciful. 
The poor Journeyer is packed off on an 
essentially futile quest but is unable to 
abandon it. At one point she is asked by 
the suicide-bent Hanged Man: ‘‘Why do 
you travel? Why don’t you stop?” She re- 
plies, ‘Stop and do what?’ A platonic 
liaison with a lichen-covered fugitive 
marks her closest brush with peace, and 


the only character who claims to be able 
to shed some light on the quest, the Jour- 
neyer’s ancient Grandmother, dies be- 
fore doing so. In such a bleak fairytale 
even the props acquire a symbolic signi- 
ficance: a fishing net wielded by the 
doomed villagers of the dried-up lake 
suggests a bold black spiderweb; a pup- 
pet show which parallels the central ac- 
tion is both sweet and outrageously car- 
nal; a dream sequence glides into gro- 
tesquerie; and the hubbub of a market- 
place escalates into deafening caco- 
phony. Finally the all-knowing Grand- 
mother turns out to be a stone-eyed seer 
whose abnormally long life, punctuated 
by war and childbearing, serves as a biog- 
raphy of the species. That she dies — or 
just “stops” like an old watch — in the act 
of reeling off her resume but before im- 
parting her wisdom seems like the ulti- 
mate cosmic slap. Yet the Journeyer will 
presumably tread on. 

Van Itallie’s writing is sometimes more 
impenetrable and certainly more benign 
than in the ‘60s, but his slim metaphor is 
undeniably apt. The Proposition, under- 
cutting the naivete of the ‘quest’ with ir- 
ony and menace, translates it into vivid 
theater. A Fable is, in fact, much more 
gratifying to experience than edifying to 
ponder. ¥ 


Meta-physics

7. years of experimentation have 
begun to pay off for the Seachange 
Theatre Ensemble. In its past attempts to 
fuse dance, theatre, music and improv- 
isation, the young company relied too 
heavily on stylized movement, sacrific- 
ing content to visual composition. In Raid 
on Entropy, however, Seachange is clear- 
ly learning to channel its innovative per- 
formance techniques into a fathomable 
structure. 

Not that Raid on Entropy (the title 
sounds like a disaster-movie spoof) is 
single-minded or entirely coherent. The 
program notes indicate that the piece has 
to do with a cosmic interpretation of the 
Second Law of Thermodynamics: “We 
offer the concept that energy lost phys- 
ically is balanced by spiritual gain. As we 
are spiritually uplifted we have less need 
for physical support.’’ That may have 
been the original focus (the piece does 
feature repeated patterns of learning, bal- 
ancing and supporting), but since it func- 
tions on a consistently non-literal level, 
Raid invites a variety of readings. 

Let me describe a few random but re- 
lated moments. 1) A woman forms with 
her body a tepee under which another 
woman crouches; the latter tries to es-

‘Sweet Forgiveness’ 
is not enough 


Bonnie Raitt 


slides into second

B onnie Raitt’s appearance at the Mu- 
sic Hall two weeks ago was a long- 
awaited, welcome-back affair. And her 
performance, like her newest album, 
Sweet Forgiveness (Warner Bros.), 
seemed designed to deliver a single reas- 
suring message: Cambridge’s (or Cali- 
fornia’s, or everybody's) good old girl is 
the same as ever. As far as the contented 
concert-goers were concerned, that was 
enough. They cheered for three extended 
encores. But if sitting pretty means that 
Raitt will never quite transform con- 
siderable personality into an effective 
persona; if it means that the fire, the 
sweet ache in her voice and her flashes of 
independence will remain only fitfully 
evident on record; if it means that her 
performances will continue to be as com- 
fortable and as indulgent as at-home 
hootenannies; — then the prospect of 
Raitt in a perpetual though commodious 
rut is an extreme disappointment. 

Raitt manages to establish a rapport 
with her listeners that amounts almost to 
conspiracy. To the Cambridge cog- 
noscenti she plays the old friend just in 
from the Coast. She figuratively winks at 
the women in the crowd, inviting them to 
share in a funky celebration of sexuality. 
“It’s us against the music machine,’’ she 
seems to whisper to the long-time fans, 
just as in the ‘60s when the blues were the 
hip intellectual’s answer to mindless Top 
Forty. Most nights the glow she casts is 
irresistible, as it was even during her un- 
characteristically sluggish performance 
on March 30. 

By courting different listeners and 
charming them all, Raitt has deliberately 
rejected the role of the distant, awe-in- 
spiring performer. But artistic integrity is 
not simply a matter of choosing intimate 
relations over mass-audience appeal, and 
the difference between professional 
and amateur is more than a question of 
love or money. In order to maintain the il- 
lusion that she’s everybody’s friend, Raitt 
has sacrificed much of her authority over 
her material. She must placate all the var- 
ied segments of her audience. Conse- 
quently her albums follow a rigid for- 
mula which is all the less understandable 
because none of the last three (Taking 
My Time, Streetlights, Homeplate) came 
close to being either a definitive album or 
a marked commercial success. 

Sweet Forgiveness looks like no ex- 
ception. Raitt continues to draw material 
from the same coterie of songwriters re- 
gardless of whether their songs still suit 
her. Jackson Browne's ‘Opening Fare- 
well’ is an awkward song for any artist to 
cover, as it features one of his least fo- 
cused melodies and some of his most ab- 
strusely personal lyrics. Paul Siebel’s 
well-known “Louise,” on the other hand, 
is a perfect song for Raitt, the kind of 
character ballad she delivers with wit and 
sensitivity. Indeed, the song is so right for 
her it seems almost too predictable a 
choice. 

Raitt’s experiments are less satisfying 
than the formula numbers. The problem 
is not that she leaves familiar expecta- 
tions unsatisfied but that she lacks the 
courage to make a really radical depar- 
ture. In concert, “Three Time Loser’’ and 
“Runaway,” both out-and-out rock ‘n’ 
roll, took off with the raucous energy of 
Raitt’s reckless vocals and the Stones-like 
harmonies enthusiastically supplied by 
her band. On record, however, every- 
thing is prettied up: her singing turns dis- 

creet, the harmonies precise. She appar- 
ently hopes to pass as a rocker without 
offending anyone accustomed to her sof- 
ter side. Like the half-hearted attempts at 
funk on Homeplate, too many of the 
tunes on Sweet Forgiveness ignore the 
formalities (or informalities) of a given 


genre. And this kind of stylistic careless- 
ness comes as a surprise from a woman 
who had enough respect for the blues to 
play them right when most contempor- 
ary folkies delivered them with a lot of 
tinsel and precious little soul. Even now 
that Raitt has left folk music far behind, 
the most exciting moments of her set at 
the Music Hall came during rural blues 
she performed on slide, accompanied 
only by bass and drums. 


B., the blues give Raitt a readymade 
role to play, and that may be all she’s ever 
asked of a song. There's certainly a streak 
of literal-mindedness in her attitude tow- 
ard her material. At heart Raitt’s a con- 
fessional singer-songwriter — the only 
one who doesn’t write her own tunes. 
“Play ‘Guilty,’ ’’ a voice called from the 
crowd two weeks ago. Raitt refused on 
the grounds that she’s not guilty any- 
more. But Raitt has proved, in both her 
blues revivals and songs which are dra- 
matic monologues (like John Prine’s ‘An- 
gel From Montgomery’”’), that her mater- 
ial need not correspond to her daily life in 
order for her to sing it convincingly. Still, 
like many confessionalists, she wants an 
audience to believe it is seeing a real-life 
as opposed to a fantasy figure. The en- 
gagingly personal, sometimes self-de- 
precatory style Raitt affects can come dis- 
tressingly close to disingenuousness. 

Raitt’s intentions in including Sippie 
Wallace as her supporting act may be ad- 
mirable, but the effect at the Music Hall 
was of liberal self-indulgence because 
Wallace, a shaky but gallant figure in lace 
mittens and a big hat, has lost her voice 
and the energy that made her early work 
so powerful. Had she joined Raitt for a 
couple of songs, receiving a fee and an 
enthusiastic tribute from the crowd, 
Raitt’s generous purposes would have 
been well-served. Instead the audience 
was respectful but restless, punctuating a 
painful set with nervous ill-timed cheers 
such as when Wallace limped from her 
chair to the piano bench. Raitt’s mis- 
guided showmanship came close to mak- 
ing a mockery of traditional music, for if 
feeble and great performances are pre- 
sented indiscriminately, the blues are be- 
ing revered as a sociological artifact in- 
stead of as an art form. Today Sippie 
Wallace’s music lives far more vividly in 
Raitt’s performances than in her own, 
and her songs’ ability to transcend cir- 
cumstances and generations is a greater 
tribute to Wallace’s art than all the cheers 
in Massachusetts. 

Bonnie Raitt meant no disrespect. She 
tries to be straight with her audiences and 
to do right by her long-time friends. But 
such confused mingling of the personal 
and the professional can’t help but pro- 
duce strange ironies. Raitt may feel that 
by singing songs written by friends she is 
coming closest to expressing herself, yet 
the slickest pop song is more sincere than 
some of the artificially flavored mel- 
anges included on Sweet Forgiveness. 
Eric Kaz’s “Gambling Man,” a folk- 
country writer’s attempt to rock, is full of 
crashing chords and self-conscious cyni- 
cism. And Karla Bonoff’s ‘Home’ 
strings together cliches and slippery sen- 
timent with enough calculation to make 
Eric Segal blush. 


Raitt’s talent makes these songs sound 
worse than they are. She’s a remarkably 
expressive singer, one of the best. Com- 
pared to her fluid reading, Linda Ron- 
stadt’s version of “Love Has No Pride’”’ 
seems to clank. Raitt’s familiarity with 
the cross rhythms and improvised, con- 
versational lyrics of blues has taught her 
to float a line over the accompaniment,

anticipating or hesitating before the beat 
as sense and sensibility dictate. When 
Raitt expends this skill on songs with 
flimsy lyrics and little rhythmic integ- 
rity, their deficiencies become that much 
more obvious. 


| Raitt continues to waste her 
considerable abilities, her mediocre per- 
formances are especially irritating. Sweet 
Forgiveness is not a disaster, but like its 
predecessors it is not the album it might 
have been. One of the most exciting 
things about Raitt as an artist, particu- 
larly as a woman performer, has always 
been that she has hinted at a number of 
contradictions. In a voice as smooth as 
honey but with a steel rasp in the middle, 
she has suggested both the seducer and 
the victim, the practical idealist and the 
earthy romantic. Perhaps so much para- 
dox worried her. She may have felt no 
audience could keep up with so many 
changes. Most of her albums have tried to 
boil down the contradictions to one stock, 
all-purpose pose: the tough talker with 
the heart of gold. 

Ironically, Streetlights, Raitt’s most 
“professional,’” mass-market album, was

the one which best represented her com- 
plexities, pitting the relaxed sensuality of 
‘“‘Got You On My Mind” against the ag- 
gressive flirtatiousness of ““You Got To 
Be Ready For Love,” the cynicism of 
‘‘What Is Success’’ against the shameless 
sweetness of “Everything That Touches 
You.” The glossy mix took some of the 
grit out of her voice, to be sure, yet 
though her singing’s rougher than ever 
on Sweet Forgiveness, most of its songs 
present her as a loser, either resentful or 
resigned. 

Raitt’s aim on Sweet Forgiveness is to 
capture her natural sound and the inti- 
macy she strives for in performance. She 
recorded the album with her own band 
and ‘‘no strings or horns,” she an- 
nounced proudly to the Music Hall. But 
as long as she forswears showmanship, 
Raitt will never be a major star. More im- 
portant, her limited ambition — to make a 
direct, personal album — will remain un- 
realized. For although she is an actor's 
daughter, Raitt lacks the instinctive thea- 
tricality to recognize that gestures don’t 
register on stage or on record unless they 
are larger than life. By refusing to be any- 
thing more than just herself, she comes 
across as something less.

Too bad the McGarrigles 
are strangers on the stage

1a centerpiece of Dancer With 
Bruised Knees (Warner Bros.), Kate and 
Anna McGarrigle’s second album, is 
‘Kitty Come Home.” Written by Anna, 
the song is at once an extraordinary hom- 
age to their friendship and an acerbic at- 
tack on Kate’s dying marriage. Using 
only a few devices — standard rock-bal- 
lad triplets on piano, the restrained rumi- 
nations of a churchy organ, overlapping 
choral passages — ‘Kitty Come Home” 
achieves a purity and simplicity of ex- 
pression which is deliberately religious in 
tone and imagery. “No being however 
mighty/Where chaos reigns alone/Will 
see his feeble love grow/When cast upon 
a stone.” There is no pleasure, no I-told- 


you-so in Anna's voice, only a mixture of 
love and wrath at her sister's plight. And 
she offers only one solution: Kitty must 
come home. Which is exactly the conclu- 
sion Kate reaches on “Come a Long 
Way,” the next song: 

All my life | wanted to roam 

To go to the ends of the earth 

But the earth really ends where you 

started to roam 

You and | know what a circle is 

worth. 

The McGarrigle sisters’ emphasis on 
home as a stable force in their lives sets 
them apart from most of their contem- 
poraries. Though the idea dominates only 
a few of their songs (‘Tell My Sister” 
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Jerry Berndt 


and ‘(Talk to Me Of) Mendocino” are 
the other examples), the knowledge and 
assurance that they have each other and 
their family to fall back on underlies all 
their work. When they dedicated their 
first album to their parents they were not 
making a pro forma gesture. It signaled 
the tone of most of the record: And in 
their vocal approach — each sings lead on 
her own songs but joins in‘on the other's 
refrains — they have found the perfect 
metaphor-for their relationship. They 
have fused their personae without sacri- 
ficing their individual identities. Because 
Anna is more overtly romantic, with a 
penchant for extended metaphors (‘‘We 
were like interlocking pieces in the jig- 
saw puzzle of life’), and Kate more iron- 
ically cynical, with a tendency toward 
colloquial expression (‘‘We could sit and 
talk until words were coming out our 
ears’), together they offer a range of 
emotions and approaches few solo per- 
formers can match. 

While their first album consciously 
displayed its numerous sources (blues, 
waltzes, French-Canadian ballads, Ba- 
hamian gospel, rock ‘n’ roll), the second 
uses these forms more obliquely. Kate's 
‘Southern Boys,’’ a love song as well as a 
parody of Southern manners, does not al- 
lude directly to a specific tradition but 
boasts a sentimental chorus which drips 
like Spanish moss. Their most dominant 
influence, however, remains traditional 
Appalachian singing. Astringent almost 
to the point of asexuality, their vocals in- 
ject a tension into their erotic, playful, of- 
ten witty lyrics. It is this contradiction be- 
tween style and substance that allows 
their music to convey both rural inti- 
macy and urban sophistication. It also 
means that they are never coy. When 
Anna sings “I hope you have no objec- 
tions/To being the object of my affec- 
tions’’ in “Be My Baby,” she is delib- 
erately being funny, but she also means 
it. And when Kate says “We can talk 
about the time you got busted/And the 
times I got laid’’ in ‘Walking Song,” she 
is simultaneously distancing herself from 
her experience and revealing its most per- 
sonal details. If both women are un- 
abashed romantics who measure their 
lives largely by their relationships with 
men (love songs do dominate both al- 


bums), they are too confident in them-_ 


selves and their work to surrender their 
identities to anybody. On ‘‘Hommage a 
Grungie”’. Kate wants to go to bed not 
with a man but a book. 

If Dancer With Bruised Knees isn't as 
immediately striking as its predecessor 
(its melodies are by and large less infec- 
tious), it displays the same keeri ear for 
meticulous arrangements and imagina- 
tive instrumentation. Though spare and 
muted, the sound is never anemic. Its 
richness comes from the unusual blend of 
instruments — accordion and fiddle, mar- 
imba and piano — and. the McGarrigles’ 
gloriously precise harmonies. 


; shocking aspect of their per- 
formance two weeks ago at the Music 
Hall, where they opened for Bonnie Raitt, 
was that they exhibited so little of the 
craft that went into their albums. At 
times the arrangements were so sloppy 
that the set sounded like a first rehearsal. 
Part of the problem was simply that the 
McGarrigles were unable to duplicate the 
overdubbed choruses they create in the 
studio. Part of it was a horrible sound mix 
which transformed the organ into a 
booming rhinoceros. But ultimately there 
was no excuse for the flubbed vocals and 
missed changes. By their own admission 
they were unaccustomed to such a large 
hall and were quite nervous throughout 
the concert. Undoubtedly they will per- 
form better in clubs, where they should 
be able to parlay their uncertainty into 
charm instead of anxious looks and long 
silences. 

But the heart of the matter is that the 
McGarrigles are simply not as interested 
in their live performances as they are in 
their songwriting and recording. ‘‘We’re 
lazy and we really don’t like to re- 
hearse,’ Anna says. What she is saying is 
that neither wants to change her life rad- 
ically in order to become a pop star. 
Though now they may be measuring 
their lives by their records, that doesn’t 
mean they will go out on the road for 
months. Indeed, their current tour is only 
haphazardly hitting selected major mar- 
kets. This suggests that the McGarrigles 
are limiting their work to the studio and 
their audience to a cult, but if their re- 
cords are any indication, they know 
exactly what they're doing. ®

Jelly 
A TRUE STORY 
(Asylum) 


A True Story, the debut al- 


bum by Jelly, a Milwaukee-based 
trio of two men and a woman, of- 
fers brisk, hook-laden pop-soul 
and Chuck Plotkin’s bright, glos- 
sy production. Consisting most- 
ly of originals, their repertoire 
embraces classic Motown and 
Philadelphia production num- 
bers, crisp West Coast soul and 
Angeleno ballads as well as King 
Oliver’s half-serious ‘Doctor 
Jazz.’’ Though the lyrics rarely 
stray from the simply adequate — 
some are memorable, many are 
not — what distinguishes this al- 
bum is its ingenuous, straight- 
forward romanticism and the per- 
suasiveness of Jelly’s vocals. Fred 
Bliffert and Jesse Roe are relaxed 
but dynamic singers, while Amy 
Madigan is the real standout, at 


times recalling the sweet clarity of 
Maria Muldaur and the warmth 
of Judy Henske. 

The album is a model of work- 
man-like balance and attention to 
detail. The heavy-handed or- 
chestral passages of ‘‘Broken 
Man” are offset, for instance, by 
the Drifters-style strings on the 
kinetic “I Want You to Dance.” 
To Plotkin’s credit the produc- 
tion avoids the funk-disco cliches 
that reduce most white soul to 
parody. A gratuitous fatbacked 
high-hat or a gurgling clavinet is 
not to be found. The key to this 
group’s appeal is its understated 
elegance: Jelly charms with cool 
restraint. 

Unavoidably, there are some 
missteps like the lumbering chor- 
uses and coda of “I Don’t Want

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Warne Marsh

Marsh is known as a “cool” or 
‘cerebral’ player, which says as 
much about what his music omits 
as what it contains. Most great 
jazz soloists communicate by ex- 
pressively shading strong instru- 
mental tones and overtly man- 
ipulating rhythmic patterns; 
sound and swing thus carry a 
great deal of emotional content 
apart from the player’s melodic 
invention per se. As a leading pu- 
pil of bebop iconoclast Lennie 
Tristano, Marsh has often neu- 
tralized tone and pulse in an at- 
tempt to arrive at what might be 
called pure melodic creation. 

Tristano taught his coterie (Lee 
Konitz and Marsh are his most 
famous students) to proceed ac- 
cording to specific rules. Rhy- 
thm sections were instructed to 
avoid free accents in favor of 
strict time, harmonic patterns 
were chosen for their substance 
and familiarity, and the soloists 
were left to create endlessly self- 
generating melodic series. Marsh 
employs this method brilliantly 
on All Music, particularly on the 
first four selections. Every phrase 
in a solo like ‘Background Mu- 
sic’’ simultaneously responds to 
its predecessor and anticipates a 
further response. The process 
does require an intense musical 
intelligence, but Marsh avoids 
academic sterility. He takes an 
idea into another key, displaces 
one beat or reverses direction, and 
spawns musical matter from con- 
tinually dividing melodic cells. 

Like many ‘‘cool’’ players, 
Marsh in his middle age is re- 
vealing a previously hidden hot 
streak. There are moments here 
when his newly darkened tone 
strains and even breaks, and his 
time is more aggressive than in 
the past, all of which enhances his 
complex creations. The more fa- 
miliar lick-oriented solos of pi- 
anist Lou Levy underline Marsh’s 
distinctiveness. 

This is only the seventh album 
in the 10-year history of Chuck 
Nessa’s label (available from 5404 
N. Kimball, Chicago 60625). The 
quality of his catalogue (the es- 
sential Art Ensemble of Chicago 
recordings, Von Freeman, now 
Marsh) gives Nessa the best bat- 
ting average among active pro- 
ducers. —Bob Blumenthal 


The Isley Brothers 
GO FOR YOUR GUNS 
(T-Neck) 


he Isley Brothers have dem- 
onstrated a remarkable ability to 
survive and adapt. After all, when 
they popped out of Cincinnati 20 
years ago, the Isleys were just a 
doo-wop trio singing ‘““The Cow 
Jumped Over the Moon.’’ 
Though creative tenacity has 
marked their career, last year’s 
Harvest for the World seemed too 
formulaic a reduction of the mus- 
ical concoction that had been so 
savory on ‘That Lady” (1973) 
and which had reached perfec- 
tion on “Fight the Power”’ (1975). 
Just as in the ‘60s, when they re- 
leased so many sound-alike fol- 
low-ups to “It’s Your Thing,” the 
Isleys had reduced a hit sound to 
its lowest common denomina- 
tors: lengthy love ballads by Ron- 
nie and boogie-funk vehicles for 
Ernie’s indefatigable (and indis- 
tinguishable) guitar solos. 

Go For Your Guns doesn’t find 
the Isley Brothers exploring new 
territory, but it does reveal a more 
diligent, spruced-up approach to 
their familiar style. “The Pride,” 
the band’s current single, is a case 
in point. Tough funk with a hot 
mix, it shelves Ernie's guitar in fa- 
vor of Marvin's plucked bass. 
The lyric is confusing (some- 
thing about pride as the root of a 
politician's commitment), but that

Michelle Stuart’s 
dirty documents

Meni Stuart’s work is 


the kind of art that theory makes 
possible. This not to repeat Tom 
Wolfe’s slur that contemporary 
art is merely illustration, for 
theory is only one of the things 
that makes Stuart’s work — or 
anyone else’s — possible. But her 
show at MIT’s Hayden Gallery 
does have a “ theoretical’’ look, by 
which I mean that the visual qual- 
ity of her work does not pattern 
your attention to it. Formal cues 
as to how you should look at it 
and what you should value in it 
are kept to a minimum, and this 
suggests that your attention and 
response will have to be organ- 
ized in some other way than vis- 
ually, such as by bringing a little 
theory to bear.

doesn’t obscure a great track and 
chorus. It’s the stuff of which hit 
records are made — and good ones 
at that. 

The Isley Brothers have never 
been particularly articulate (their 
final message here is nothing 
more than ‘‘Shoot your best shot 
and keep on livin’ ”’), and Go For 
Your Guns is nowhere near as an- 
gry as the title suggests. Still, they 
manage to revive our interest, and 
how many other vintage per- 
formers can say the same?

Bad Company 
BURNIN’ SKY 
(Swan Song) 


Ba Sky relies less on Paul 


Rodgers’s convincing shouting 
and Mick Ralphs’s distorted gui- 
tar barrage, and more on straight- 
forward rocking with a bluesy re- 
serve. Unavoidably, this spare, 
ominous intensity invites com- 
parisons to Free (Rodgers’s and 
drummer Simon Kirke’s former 
band), but if Burnin’ Sky breaks 
no substantially new ground, it 
does rework proven ideas quite 
well . 

The title track and “Leaving 
You” build on syncopated beats, 
solemn chord structures, a loud, 
thick bass, and dirty-sounding 
guitars: blues-based rock at its 
most primal and visceral. In con- 
trast, ‘Morning Sun” and ‘‘Like 
Water” offer brightly ringing 
guitar work alongside modal-in- 
spired melodies. ‘‘Master of Cere- 
mony,” a dreamily futuristic 
blues with a confessional and cur- 
iously fey vocal by Rodgers, is far 
too long at 7:10 but still worth- 
while. 

Despite the richness and con- 
fidence of the entire group, Rod- 
gers still dominates. A brilliant 
singer, he can growl with the 
roughest of them and soar with 
an ease and assurance that set him 
apart from most other rockers. 
The quartet’s most prolific wri- 
ter, he is also chiefly responsible 
for Burnin’ Sky's scope. Ralphs, 
the group’s other chief force, both 
helps and hurts. As on the pre- 
vious Run with the Pack, he pre- 
fers disciplined ensemble pat- 
terns to solos, and he has fash- 
ioned several subtle, modest mar- 
vels. But his own songs — “Too 
Bad” and ‘‘Man Needs Woman” 
— are weary, forced rehearsals of 
Bad Company’s original style.

Some of her 
earlier work, also included in the 
show, was done simply by mak- 
ing a rubbing of the surface of the 
ground, a kind of direct transfer- 
ence of landscape onto paper. Her 
art has a documentary quality in a 
double sense. Most of it is or is 
done on paper, and many pieces 
suggest scrolls or documents. One 
series is-even called ‘‘Rock 
Books”’: these are leaves of hand- 
made paper colored with various 
mineral substances and bound 
like swatches of material. Sec- 
ond, the work is the document of 
its own making, a precise record 
of the materials used in it. Such 
specificity seems to be important 
to Stuart, who sometimes docu- 
ments with photographs the sites 
where she obtained her material, 
the earth and stones with which 
she marks and colors.

an unreadable map, may be seen, 
perhaps, as a way of disavowing 
the commodity nature of works 
of art. To the consumer, the ori- 
gin of a commodity is often a 
matter of indifference. Most ab- 
stract paintings, for instance, bear 
no reference to particular places 
in the world, and they seem able 
to be transported anywhere for 
the same reason. Stuart’s work, 
on the other hand, has the kind of 
tie to a definite place that we 
might associate with pre-indus- 
trial craft. 

In this sense Stuart’s works re- 
call Robert Smithson’s ‘‘non- 
sites,’ aggregations of material he 
would collect from specific sites 
and display, with documenta- 
tion, as sculpture. Like Smith- 
son, Stuart seems to want to make 
us aware of her activity as an ar- 
tist as part of the vast process of 
nature, however we may insist on 
calling our lives and society “‘cul- 
ture.”’ As she has pointed out, the 
surfaces of her work are some- 
times like skin; she draws a paral- 
lel between skin and the earth’s 
surface, and a contrast between 
the time-scales we associate with 
both, biological and geological. 

Appreciating art like Stuart's is 
something of a discipline. If you 
don’t want to indulge in it the 
work will not come to life as any- 
thing but aestheticized material. 
Stuart’s working process renders 
each piece unique but at the same

time eliminates every aspect of per- 
sonal style we are supposed to 
value works of art for. In this re- 
spect Stuart has much in com- 
mon with artists such as Helene 
Aylon and Carl Andre. Work of 
such formal indifference can lead 
to the making of large claims, as 
Robert Hobbs’s catalogue essay 
shows. Stuart’s work makes it 
possible for the spectator to bring 
certain ideas into conjunction, but 
they do not have the power at- 
tributed to them by Hobbs and by 
the artist herself, for they do not 
communicate Stuart's thoughts 
about art and other matters that 
preoccupy her. They are like 
notes to herself, merely episodes 
in her thinking about art, geol- 
ogy, human time, etc. I think the 
strongest argument for present- 
ing them as works of art is that 
they may therefore form an epi- 
sode in our own thinking about 
some of these things, and that is 
perhaps the real nature of their 
risk. The risk, like the work it- 
self, is low-key and pitched to the 
sensibility of someone already in- 
volved with contemporary art. 
There is a sort of inevitability 
about Stuart’s work (and this, 
too, is part of its “theoretical” 
look) that makes you feel some- 
one would have to have done it 
even if she had not. The recent 
history of art makes her work 
look almost too timely for its own 


good.

individual films fail. As was the 
case with Godard in the ‘60s, 
Fassbinder’s energy, daring and 
rolling-off-a-log approach have 
earned him the right to fail occa- 
sionally. 

Among the movies in the fes- 
tival will be revivals of the much- 
praised experiment in style, The 
Merchant of Four Seasons, the af- 
fecting romance, Ali: Fear Eats 
the Soul, the two films about 
homosexuality (male and fe- 
male), Fox and his Friends and 
The Bitter Tears of Petra Von 
Kant; and the premieres of Effie 
Briest, a Rohmeresque adapta- 
tion of Theodor Fontane’s classic 
novel which was Fassbinder’s 
biggest hit in Germany, and two 
early, self-conscious, imitation- 
American gangster films, Ameri- 
can Soldier and Gods of the 
Plague. Only Bergman, Altman or 
Chabrol could mount a retro- 
spective of his last eight years’ 
work that would match the ex- 
citement of this event. 


W.... I spoke to Fassbinder 


he was high (in his peculiarly 
surly-hopeless way) from the 
opening-week success of Mother 
Kusters in New York. Wearing 
suspenders and a white short- 
sleeved shirt over a black under- 
shirt (he donned his usual black 
leather jacket when we de- 
scended to the lobby), he was an 
oddly galvanized figure in the 
genteel upper reaches of the Al- 
gonquin Hotel. His legs thrust 
over the arm of an antique Eng- 
lish chair, he glared indignantly at 
the translator when she made a 
minor mistake, buried his head 
in his hands and groaned when 
he spoke of bad experiences, rose 
and paced unhappily. The energy 
that propels him through 18-hour 
days for weeks on end (“What 
people call working fast simply 
means working harder’’) sud- 
denly had nowhere to go, and it 
was killing him. At one point in 
the interview he lunged at me and 
I flinched, but it turned out he 
only wanted my cigarettes, lying 
on the table behind me. Lighting 
up, he slapped the pack down on 
the table, threw himself back into 
the chair and flicked his ash on 
the Algonquin’s emerald carpet. 

Americans are an optimistic 
people, I told him, and they have 
trouble with pessimistic artists. 
Every one of his films features 
some variety of vicious emo- 
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tional exploitation. Husbands vic- 
t'mize wives, wives victimize hus- 
bands, homosexual lovers of dif- 
ferent social classes exploit each 
other. Must there always be vic- 
tims? Could he never make a film 
about a victorious personality? 
“It is not possible to avoid vic- 
timization,”” he said. ‘‘Not pos- 
sible. If I made a film about a vic- 
tor the entire film would have to 
be structured so that his victory 
would actually appear as a de- 
feat.”’ 

“Isn't it possible that there 
might be solidarity among the 
victims? I don’t see that in your 
films.”’ 

‘No, it’s not possible. Collec- 
tive action never works because 
even the most beautiful ideas — 
Christianity or Communism — are 
corrupted by organization.” 

“Then only friendship is pos- 
sible?”’ 

‘No, not even that. There can’t 
be a true relation between indi- 
viduals as long as the system is 
corrupt.” 

I don’t think I could live if I be- 
lieved what Fassbinder believes, 
and I’m not quite sure he ac- 
tually believes it himself. I 
pointed out that his success at 
working communally with a 
stable company of actors, techni- 
cians and designers gave the lie to 
his notion that organization cor- 
rupts every good idea. He smiled 
slightly, shrugged and said it was 
a ‘special case’’ not applicable to 
the rest of society. But it doesn’t 
finally matter whether Fass- 
binder is ‘‘sincere.’’ In an artist, 
belief or non-belief of any sort is 
significant only as it is used. Fass- 
binder’s extravagant bitterness, 
his revolt against every form of 
moral and intellectual solace, has 
shaped a dozen or more interest- 
ing movies; whatever their limi- 
tations as a guide to life, his atti- 
tudes have afforded him a hold on 
reality that more complaisant per- 
sonalities don’t always have. 


M.... Kusters is another 


of his sympathetic tales of the in- 
insulted and the injured. The 
heroine (Brigitte Mira, who fell in 
love with the young Moroccan in 
Ali) is an ordinary, 60ish work- 
ing-class woman in Frankfurt 
whose factory-worker husband 
(we never see him) suddenly and 
inexplicably runs amuck at his 
chemical plant, killing the fore- 
man and then himself. Why 
would “a good man” do such a 
thing? his wife asks. What went 
wrong? All our life we did what 
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we were told, we did what was 
right. The rest of the movie is 
about her emerging conscious- 
ness that ‘‘doing what is right’ is 
meaningless, that from now on 
she can define for herself what is 
“right.” Since it’s especially diffi- 
cult to plunge into radical uncer- 
tainty at the age of 60, the movie 
in its quiet way is a story of hero- 
ism. With her incredibly expres- 
sive eyes, Mira invests her ‘‘or- 
dinary” characters with a yearn- 
ing intelligence that makes them 
riveting. Fassbinder’s two pic- 
tures starring her have had the 
simplicity and nobility of feeling 
lacking in most of his other work 
— they are free of self-pity. 

Her husband dead, Mother 
Kusters quickly becomes a 
“case.” Journalists swoop in, all 
condescending sympathy, and 
then turn her story into sensa- 
tionalistic trash. Her family of- 
fers no comfort. (“‘Whenever you 
make a film about power,” Fass- 
binder told me, ‘‘you must in- 
clude the family, which is the nu- 
cleus of the whole system of ex- 
ploitation.””) Mother Kusters’s 
son and daughter-in-law (Armin 
Meier and that glint-eyed bitch, 
Irm Hermann) are selfish and 
weak. Her daughter Corinna is a 
sluttish nightclub singer in gray 
suits and silks (Ingrid Caven, 
Fassbinder’s former wife, in a 
hilarious parody of Marlene Diet- 
rich’s morose impassivity) who 
uses the publicity to further her 
singing career. A despairing op- 
portunist too fatalistic about the 
world’s corruption to resist it her- 
self, Corinna has little confi- 
dence in her own shabby tricks. 
Billed as ‘‘the Factory Mur- 
derer’s Daughter,”’ she makes her 
less than overpowering debut in a 
Frankfurt nightclub singing a 
moody mock-Dietrich number 
(‘The streets are filthy and full of 
shit,” it begins) that is one of the 
most satisfying moments of high- 
camp comedy in all of Fass- 
binder. 

At first the vehicle of Mother 
Kusters’s liberation seems to be 
Communism. Oppressed by her 
vicious family, she is adopted as a 
protegee by a kindly, sophisti- 
cated and surprisingly wealthy 
Communist couple (Karlheinz 
Bohm and Margit Carstensen) 
who invite her home, pour her 
some tea and consolingly explain 
that her husband, in his own 
blind way, was advancing the 
revolution. Mother Kusiers joins 
the Party, but after making an ex- 
tremely moving speech in which 
she describes how she and Kus- 


ters accepted their oppression 
(years. of work at low pay) as an 
inalterable law of existence, she 
realizes that the Communists are 
using her as an exemplary vic- 
tim. And further political exper- 
ience — this time with a feckless, 
action-oriented anarchist group — 
is also disillusioning. She's left at 
the end a great deal wiser but not 
quite sure what to do with her- 
self. This is the only Fassbinder 
fable to end with a question mark. 
Has Mother Kusters won any- 
thing more than the freedom to be 
betrayed by a wider circle of 
people? 


I asked Fassbinder how the 
German Communists felt about 
the film. He groaned. ‘‘Of course 
they refused all help while we 
were making it, and then when it 
opened in Berlin they were so 
mad they picketed the theater and 
the film was withdrawn. But it’s 
the same every time. I always 
have to defend myself.” Here, re- 
calling the way gay liberation 
groups loathed Fox and his 
Friends, he buried his head in 
his hands and spoke mournfully 


of the Germans’ ‘‘hatred” of his 
work. 

“Perhaps they hate you,” I 
said, “because you analyze the so- 
ciety in Marxist terms without 
suggesting any method of taking 
action.” 

‘They hate me because I show 
the way people like Communists 
or homosexuals have been per- 
sonally corrupted by oppression, 
which is what they always try to 
conceal. This goes much deeper 
than a movie about political ac- 
tion, and in the long run it’s far 
more political.” 


Fassbinder shifted uneasily. It 
was time to end the interview. 
“What about the mass aud- 
ience?’’ I asked. ‘Ihave the feel- 
ing people would like you more if 
you told stories directly, without 
the distancing devices that inter- 
rupt the illusion of reality and re- 
mind people they are watching a 
film.”’ 


“But I will never stop doing 
that. Any film that pretends to be 
‘reality’ is a lie. No, it’s fascistic! 
If you don’t jerk people out of 
that dream you manipulate their re- 
sponses, you steal their souls.” @

cape but is blocked by arms, legs, 
hair — she is literally trapped in- 
side a woman's body. “All is a 
cycle for tides returning,’’ a voice 
intones. 2) One woman sits on the 
floor, weaving, while the other 
actors stride purposefully back 
and forth across the stage. Some- 
one makes a noise like a fog horn. 
‘The silver ship emerges from the 
sea. . .her loom cries oceans.” 3) 
Two men sit in chairs facing the 
audience and another stands off 
to one side. Two women stand 
back-to-back against the rear 
wall, one facing the audience, the 
other facing away. The woman in 
front braids the other’s hair and 
delivers a monologue in Greek — 
something about the sun, hair, 
freedom, the sea. Taken sep- 
arately, these scenes don’t make 
much sense. But experienced in 
context they seem to form an im- 
pressionistic portrait of the fe- 
male subconscious: the old idea of 
a woman's body as a cage or re- 
treat; the resistance to society's 
expectations; the sea as some sort 
of mystical affirmation of fem- 
inine identity. 

If this report seems a little 
sketchy, it is because dance 
doesn’t lend itself to verbal de- 
scription. Seachange director 
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Roger Curtis (who also performs 
with the group) thrives on non- 
literal expression. In both the 
fluid choreography and exten- 
sive improvisation he puts to 
good use the water images that 
abound in Marty Kingsbury’s 
script. I suspect that there is more 
genuine spontaneity in this show 
than in most improv-oriented ef- 
forts, which is admirable up to a 
point, after which the excessive 
repetition and amorphous arm- 
waving become wearying. But 
even if Raid on Entropy is flabby 
in spots and at times indecipher- 
able, the process at work is al- 
ways intriguing. 

One reason Raid seems more 
accessible than past Seachange 
work is that poet-in-residence 
Kingsbury’s text is relegated to a 
supporting role. 
Kingsbury’s previous verse has 
sounded trite and precious, but 
here, as a subtext and a pool of 
images for the actors to draw on, 
her elliptical phrases function 
nicely. The cast is uniformly cap- 
able, and newcomer Clover 
Chango displays an exceptional 
talent for extended (and rather 
bizarre) improvisations. I sensed 
this the very first time he crawled 
past my seat proclaiming in a fev- 
erish whisper, ‘Ernestine wanted 
to follow but fear made her im- 
mobile. . . .”

penseful, entertaining action pic-.

place. But when it promises more 
than that, it can’t deliver, and in 
the long run it leaves us hungry.

Nun too funny

NASTY HABITS. Directed by 
Michael Lindsay-Hogg.

. Te according to the 
Abbess of Crewe in Muriel 
Spark’s 1974 novella, “are an art- 
form based on facts. A good sce- 
nario is a garble. A bad one is a 
bungle. They need not be plau- 
sible, only hypnotic, like all good 
art.” Nasty Habits is a bungle. 
Though faithful to the general 
outline of The Abbess of Crewe, 
that airy allegory translating 
Watergate to a power struggle 
within a convent, the film ver- 
sion reduces Spark’s droll wit to 
dumb gags. What little humor it 
boasts resides less in its political 
parallels (Sandy Dennis playing 
John Dean as Bugs Bunny) than 
in the incongruity of nuns play- 
ing football and cursing (“Now I 
hate to piss away the sisters’ dow- 
ries like this ...’’). Neither the 
football game nor this line ap- 
pears in The Abbess of Crewe, 
and both exemplify Nasty Habits’ 
cheap jokes, which are too easy 
and too pointless to entertain for 
long. The film tries assiduously to 
mollify Catholics by reiterating 
that this scandal-ridden order is 
highly irregular and unauthor- 
ized, but not only believers will be 
offended by the witlessness here. 
When Bunuel, for instance, 
makes fun of the monastic life, 
it’s for a purpose; in Nasty Habits 
it’s an easy out. Nixon jokes, af- 
ter all, have worn pretty thin by 
now. 

The Abbess of Crewe is an un- 
likely property to begin with, a 
conceit whose felicities are verbal 
rather than visual. The promo- 
tional material for Nasty Habits 
stresses the great number of 
women’s roles, but Spark was 
scarcely concerned with the crea- 
tion of character. Thus the strik- 
ing cast (Glenda Jackson as a Nix- 
onian nun, Melina Mercouri as a 
Kissingerish missionary, Geral- 
dine Page and Anne Jackson as 
Haldeman/Ehrlichman types, 
Anne Meara as Gerald Ford, et 
al.) has precious little to work 
with. They're pearls cast before 
swine, in this case director Mi- 
chael Lindsay-Hogg, whose only 
previous feature-length film was 
the Beatles documentary, Let It 
Be. He does little to flesh out the 
roles and, far from being “hyp- 
notic,” he is incapable of estab- 
lishing any rhythm at all. Noth- 
ing binds together his short, dis- 
jointed scenes — certainly not 
Robert J. Enders’s script, which 
uses Spark’s dialogue without 
making it mean much in the film. 
The screenplay transports the 
convent from England to Phila- 
delphia, for instance, but leaves 
intact a long address delivered by 
the Abbess on the differences be- 
tween a lady and a bourgeoise, an 
address that makes sense only in 
the context of upper-class Eng- 
lish Catholicism. 

An ornithological note: a shot 
of penguins precedes the ap- 
pearance of Mercouri some- 
where in the vicinity of the North 
Pole.

This is 
Franco Zeffirelli’s sumptuous retelling of 
Shakespeare's tragedy of star-crossed ro- 
mance. The portrayals by 17-year-old 
Leonard Whiting (as Romeo) and 15-year- 
old Olivia Hussey (Juliet) are amateurish; 
one can't knock their youth, but it’s not 
enough to salvage their performances.

* WIZARDS (1977). Ralph Bakshi’s foray in- 
to the already trite sword-and-sorcery 
genre is well-drawn and intermittently in- 
triguing but terribly confused.
